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Police 

looking 

into Polk 

Street 

gay- 

bashing

A gay man’s finger was broken, 
a rib cracked, and his face 
given several stitches under 
his left eye following a Sun¬ 
day, August 3 altercation involving a 
group of eight Asian youths on Polk 
Street. 

Travis Ruiall says that he, his part¬ 
ner and two friends were walking 
down Polk Street near Sacramento 
when a group of youths standing on 
the street by a donut shop near Sacra¬ 
mento and Polk accosted him. 

Ruiall told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he and his companions had just 
left the Cinch Bar when one of the 
youths allegedly yelled out the anti¬ 
gay epithet, “Faggot.” 

When he challenged the youths by 
asking, “What?” Ruiall said that he 
was attacked and repeatedly punched 
and kicked by the youths. Ruiall said 
he believed the youths were between 
16 and 19 years of age. 

He said the incident was being 
treated as a “mutual combat situa¬ 
tion” by police, but that it was ac¬ 
tually a gay-bashing. Ruiall said he 
was told that once the police inves¬ 
tigation is concluded, the case will 
be referred to the District Attorney 
for a determination about prosecu¬ 
tion. 

A San Francisco .police depart¬ 
ment hate crimes inspector declined 
to discuss the case, except to confirm 
that the incident was described by re¬ 
porting officers as a mutual combat 
situation, and that everyone named 
in the report is considered a victim 
until the investigation ascertains the 
facts of the incident. 

Ruiall told the B.A.R. that the al¬ 
leged attack “was probably over in a 
minute,” and that he screamed 
“bloody murder” as a crowd of an es¬ 
timated 50 people gathered on Polk 
Street to witness the fracas. 

“I was pissed off that everybody 
was standing around watching, but 
nobody was doing anything,” Ruiall 
said. 

Ruiall said that he was “treated 
fairly” by the police who called a city 
ambulance for him, and that he was 
called by a hate crimes inspector the 
day after the weekend attack. 

Ruiall has also contacted Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence. ▼

ay male cruising in Golden Gate Park’s windmill area is no big 
deal, and heterosexual families who may also use the area have 
nothing to be afraid of, says Jeff Sheehy, president of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual Democratic Club. 

Sheehy made the comments in response to mention of the 
decades-popular gay cruising site in a recent San Francisco Chronicle series 
about the park. 

“They actually said that people were frightened by the gay cruising that 
goes on. They are creating fear where no fear exists. Thousands of people go 
to the Castro Street Fair and go to the Folsom Street Fair, where gay cruis¬ 
ing goes on. They are creating an artificial climate for fear and hostility to¬ 
ward gay male sexuality and gay men,” Sheehy charged. 

While cruising in the area may be popular, soliciting someone to have 
public sex is illegal, as is sex in a public place, and park codes that require 
people to stay on the paths are strictly enforced. 

An estimated six citations are issued per month at the site, according to 
San Francisco Police Lieutenant Mike Kemmit, who heads the department’s 
tactical command unit that patrols the area with trail bikes. 

One gay man who would only identify himself as Rob told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he was at the site on Sunday, August 3, and quickly discovered 
that police are serious about enforcement in the area after an officer on a 
trail bike pulled up and confronted him. 

“Sometimes I go there to meet other gay men. He asked me what I was 
doing in there,” Rob said. “I said I was walking around. Fifty feet up the path, 
there were straight people off the path in the direction that I had just come 
from. I felt like I was the target. I was shocked.” 

Rob said that the officer pointed to “an aged sign” that was posted about 
path regulations. 

“Then he said, ‘I know your face now, and if I ever see your face here 
again, I’m going to cite you.’ I was so 
shocked I was slack-jawed.” 

Rob said that the cruising area no longer 
has the allure that it once had, that it’s less 
popular, and that’s it’s gotten dirtier. 

But whether the area is less popular or 
not, Sheehy said that the Chronicle needless¬ 
ly pitted “gay men against families” and was 
trying to “create a scandal” where there is 
none. 

“Gay men cruising may not be appealing 
to everyone, but there’s no reason for any¬ 
one to be frightened,” he said. 

Following the series of articles, Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano has announced he will 
hold public hearings about the conditions 
in Golden Gate Park. Hearing dates have not 
been set. ▼

Getting a 'Realit/ check 

Anal condoms rank 
high among gay men

| or gay men interested in 
anal sex, last Saturday’s 
It community forum present¬ 
ed by the Stop AIDS Project had 
it all, from a variety of sex toys to 
a porn star demonstrating con¬ 
dom usage. About 50 men attend¬ 
ed the August 2 meeting, during 
which preliminary results of Stop 
AIDS Project’s anal condom sur¬ 
vey were distributed. 

The Reality condom, also 
known as the female condom, was 
a focal point of the afternoon. 
Porn star Will Clark and Stop 
AIDS staff member Steven Gib¬ 
son used a blow-up doll to 
demonstrate how to use the Real¬ 
ity condom, and a supply was on 
hand for people to take with 
them. Unlike penile condoms, the 
Reality condom is worn by the re¬ 
ceptive partner (bottom) and in¬ 
serted prior to beginning inter¬ 
course. 

The city’s Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) AIDS Office and 
Stop AIDS Project conducted the 
anal condom survey that includ¬ 
ed 100 gay or bisexual men. Of 
the respondents, 35 were HIV¬ 
positive and 62 were HIV-nega¬ 
tive. Overall, participants used the 
Reality condoms 334 times in the 
six months prior to answering the 
survey; 147 for insertive anal sex 
and 187 for receptive anal sex. 

Approval for the Reality con¬ 
dom was very high; 86 percent of 
the respondents said they would 
use the condom again, and 54 
percent said they would rather use 
the Reality condom than a con¬ 
ventional condom. Some tops 
have said that the Reality offers 
more freedom of movement. 

Another key finding of the sur¬ 
vey was that men who are not in 
monogamous relationships rated 
the Reality condom significantly 
higher than men in monogamous 
relationships. For men in monog¬ 
amous relationships, the approval 
rating for the anal condom was 
higher among serodiscordant 
couples; these couples also re¬ 
ported they are more likely to use 
the condom again. 

Overwhelmingly, the preferred 
method of inserting the condom 
was placing it inside the receptive 
partner prior to beginning sex. 
During the demonstration, Gib¬ 
son pointed out that the inner 
ring can be removed; in the study, 
84 percent of the men did not re¬ 
move the inner ring. About 33 
percent of the respondents re¬ 
ported soaue difficulty inserting

the condom. The most frequent 
complaints were pain or irrita¬ 
tion, the condom “bunching up,” 
unpleasant texture, and “too 
noisy.” 

One of the obstacles to Reality 
condoms continues to be the high 
price ($10 for a package of three) 
compared to latex condoms, 
which are much cheaper and, in 
some cases, available free in the 
city. 

There were only two cases of 
Reality condom breakage report¬ 
ed in the study. 

Stop AIDS Project staff noted 
that while neither the Reality con¬ 
dom nor latex condoms have 
been approved by the federal 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) for use during anal inter¬ 
course, both are approved for the 
prevention of pregnancy and dis¬ 
ease, including HIV, during vagi¬ 
nal intercourse. 

Bareback sex 

“Bareback sex,” the latest wave 
of controversy sweeping the gay 
male community, was also dis¬ 
cussed at the forum. The term 
refers to men having unprotected 


sex with one another, in some 
cases men demanding unprotect¬ 
ed sex from their partners. Clark, 
who’s made a number of porn 
videos in Southern California and 
on the East Coast, said he doesn’t 
remember exactly when the bare- 
back trend started; however, it 
does concern him. He said that 
while making videos, condoms 
are handed out frequently on the 
set by staff, yet on some occasions, 
those same staff members will 
want to have unprotected sex with 
the film stars. 

Also during the forum, Matt 
Denkla of Stop AIDS Project 
passed around a number of sex 
toys, and Clark shared some hu¬ 
morous experiences around anal 
sex. Both he and Denkla pointed 
out the importance of using items 
that have flanged bottoms so that 
they can be removed, thus avoid¬ 
ing a potentially embarrassing 
trip to the emergency room. ▼

upervisor Susan Leal intro¬ 
duced legislation Monday, 
August 4, that, if approved, 
would change provisions of the 
municipal code that place extra 
administrative burdens on domes¬ 
tic partners who own businesses. 

“This legislation will ensure 
that domestic partners are on 
equal footing with married cou¬ 
ples in applying for marriage li¬ 
censes,” Leal said. 

Under current law, married 
couples who own a business joint¬ 
ly need only obtain one business 
license. Domestic partners who 
own a business jointly, however, 
are required to obtain duplicate li¬ 
censes. Leal’s legislation will en¬ 
sure that wherever the city’s Busi¬ 
ness Tax Ordinance treats married 
couples as a single person, it will 
likewise treat domestic partners as 
a single unit. 

“San Francisco has been a na¬ 
tional leader in eliminating dis¬ 
crimination against domestic 
partners,” said Leal. “This ordi¬ 
nance brings the city one step 
closer to treating married couples 
and domestic partners on an 
equal basis.” V

n estimated 50 women liv¬ 
ing with HIV are expected 
to attend the 11th retreat 
sponsored by Women Organized 
to Respond to Life-Threatening 
Diseases (WORLD). The August 
15-17 retreat will be held in scenic 
Sonoma, and nearly half of the 
spaces are being reserved for first- 
timers, according to organizers. 

Retreat coordinator Sandi 
Luna told the B.A.R. that scholar¬ 
ships of up to $100 per person are 
still available to help offset ex¬ 
penses for those attending for the 
first time. The scholarships will be 
funded through a grant that 
WORLD received from the AIDS 
Walk, Luna explained. 

The weekend promises to offer 
women an array of activities and 
support sessions, including art 
projects, massage, yoga, and dance 
classes. 


held in Healdsburg last May; 
about 100 women, 85 of them 
HIV-positive, attended. Luna said 
the August retreat will be similar, 
although “every retreat is a little 
different.” 

Participants are usually a little 
nervous upon arriving, but Luna 
said that quickly dissipated at the 
May retreat, once the women 
started taking part in the activities 
and support sessions. By the last 
day, many women wanted the re¬ 
treat to continue. People who did¬ 
n’t know each other two days ear¬ 
lier shared with one another, with¬ 
in those 48 hours, personal and in¬ 
timate stories about their lives. 

“When it’s over, we pile onto 
the grass to take the ever-trea¬ 
sured group photo,” said Luna. 
“Being in it is optional, but all 


participants will get a copy.” 

Fees for next month’s retreat 
run $200 per person without the 
scholarships. Transportation as¬ 
sistance is also available. People 
should contact Luna for applica¬ 
tions for either of those services. 

The retreat will be held at 
Westerbeke Ranch, which was 
built in the 1930s. Views will be 
magnificent, as the ranch sits on a 
hill where it is surrounded by 
flower gardens. T

Fetish Kinkdom fights 
to stay in business

hen Rick Simon opened 
his store, Fetish 
Kinkdom, he wanted to 
create a unique place where peo¬ 
ple could come to find things they 
wouldn’t normally find in a stan¬ 
dard video store. He thought his 
dream had been realized until 
KRON-TV and a small group of 
parents and teachers from a near¬ 
by school came into his life. 

Fetish Kinkdom was featured 
on Channel 4s evening news in late 
June in a story about how parents 
and teachers of Bessie Carmichael 
Elementary School had fought an¬ 
other sex store nearby and then, on 
the day that it opened, had fought 
Fetish Kinkdom. 

Sandwiched between news sto¬ 
ries of a child’s funeral and a rul¬ 
ing on sexual predator laws, 
KRON’s story said the parents 
and teachers were upset by the 
storefront’s displays. The story 
also revealed a city code that pro¬ 
hibits any new adult-oriented 
businesses from opening in the 
South of Market area. 

KRON included a brief inter¬ 
view with a clerk at Fetish 
Kinkdom but gave no specific in¬ 
formation on the store’s window 
display or merchandise. 

Simon told the B.A.R. that he 
was never aware of a law prohibit¬ 
ing new adult businesses in SoMa, 
and he thought everything was 
okay after he went through the 
procedure of getting a city busi¬ 
ness license. He was made aware 
of the city code only after the 
school’s teachers and parents 
made the fuss with KRON. 

“We asked if we needed any 
special permits for a store like 
this, and the woman [at the city 


office] said no,” Simon said. “They 
gave us the license, they never said 
anything to us, and all of a sud¬ 
den, when this came about, they 
said, ‘Oh yeah, there can be no 
more adult entertainment in this 
area.’ 

“They tell us after the fact that 
it was our responsibility to find 
out if it was legal to open our 
store in this area.” 

Simon said he chose his South 
of Market location, 1042 Folsom 
Street, because he thought it 
would be appropriate for a store 
of his type. 

“I really thought of the South 
of Market area as an open, accept¬ 


ing place. But obviously they’re 
trying to make it a different situa¬ 
tion,” Simon said. “It’s hardly 
what I’d call a family-oriented 
area. That school is the only thing 
family-oriented within a large ra¬ 
dius of where I’m at.” 

Tickling prohibited 

And Simon said he was con¬ 
scious of the display he put in his 
window when he opened the 
store. Three video boxes featured 
someone being tickled, someone 
having their toes sucked, and a 
group of men standing with their 
shirts off. 

“Those boxes I chose to be as 
tame as possible,” Simon said. 
“There are so many other places 
in this town that show stuff five 
times as bad. The kids could take 
a drive home with their parents, 
or watch TV, and see things much 
worse than what they’ll see in the 
window of our store.” 

Simon said he was especially 
upset that the concerned parents 
or teachers have never contacted 
him directly. 

“None of the teachers or par¬ 
ents or anyone ever came to me 
and said, ‘We don’t like those 
boxes,”’ Simon said. “We’re not 
there to try to make problems. But 
nobody ever addressed any of 
their concerns with us. They just 
went straight to the media.” 

Simon said he removed the 
“offensive” materials from his 
storefront, and he said the lack of 
a display has certainly hurt his 
business. 

The only thing left for Simon 
to do is appeal to the city to let 
him keep his business open. He 
said the planning commission 
contacted them following the 
KRON story, and Simon let them 
know he wanted to do what was 
necessary to keep the store open. 

Keeping Fetish Kinkdom open 
would require a variance of city 
code, which would require ap¬ 
proval from several city officials. 
It’s an expensive process, and 
would get even more expensive if 
it receives much opposition. 

“We’re keeping our fingers 
crossed, hoping we’ll be able to 
stay in business,” Simon said. “But 
it’s not going to be worth it to me 
to have to pay $25,000 to keep the 
store open.” ▼ 
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‘Sex crime’ class 
action suit filed

Bakersfield, California 
man whose life was ruined 
• after he was arrested and 
convicted on gay-related sex 
crime charges has filed a class ac¬ 
tion civil rights lawsuit in the 
case after discovering that solic¬ 
iting someone in a public park to 
have sex in a private residence is 
not a crime. 

It is illegal to solicit someone 
to commit a lewd act in a public 
place such as a rest stop or park 
or other public venue. 

The July 31 civil rights lawsuit 
filed by the Reverend Robert 
Fosse in U.S. District Court for 
the Eastern District of California 
names the City of Bakersfield 
and Kern County, California as 
defendants. 

Also named in the multimil¬ 
lion dollar class action lawsuit are 
Bakersfield Chief of Police Steven 
Brummer and Edward Jagels, the 
Kern County District Attorney. 

Brummer and Jagels are 


named as individuals and in 
their official capacities in the 
lawsuit filed by the law offices of 
Paul Wotman. 

Wotman told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the claims of the 
class—possibly thousands of 
gay and bisexual men who have 
been targeted by police for such 
arrests, even though they have 
committed no crimes— are seri¬ 
ous enough that a federal court 
injunction prohibiting such ar¬ 
rests by police officers and other 
law enforcement officials should 
be issued. 

“You’d think that a district at¬ 
torney would know that it was 
not illegal,” Wotman said. “But 
this is a pattern that goes on all 
over the place. I am hoping that 
people will come forward and 
expand the class.” 

Anti-gay motivation 

Wotman said that there was a 
clear anti-gay motivation to the 
police practice, and pointed out 
that a Bakersfield officer had al¬ 
legedly once defended the prac-

T he Episcopal Church has apologized to gays and lesbians for 
years of rejection and mistreatment by the church. The House 
of Bishops and House of Deputies, composed of clergy and 
lay leaders, approved the apology on behalf of the church’s 2.5 mil¬ 
lion followers. Church leaders ended a 10-day national convention 
in Philadelphia last Friday. 

Meanwhile, the bishop of the Dallas Roman Catholic Diocese 
has apologized to the sex abuse victims who won a $119 million 
judgment Thursday against the diocese and a priest. Bishop Charles 
Crahmann told parishioners of an area church Sunday he is “pro¬ 
foundly sorry” for what happened to the victims who sued the dio¬ 
cese and former priest Rudy Kos. 

Grahmann hoped to personally apologize to the 10 former altar 
boys during Mass at Immaculate Conception Catholic Church,but 
they refused to attend the service when they learned of his plan to 
make an apology during the service. Most of the victims want per¬ 
sonal apologies in private from the bishop. ▼

tice by saying that “we don’t want 
these people to meet in the park.” 

Wotman told the B.A.R. that 
the civil rights violations include 
violations of the rights to free 
speech, assembly, search and 
seizure protections, and other 
constitutional rights and protec¬ 
tions. 

Fosse, an Episcopal priest, 
was arrested in August 1995 by a 
Bakersfield police officer for the 
misdemeanor sex offense after a 
police officer drove up to Fosse’s 
car, which was parked in a Bak¬ 
ersfield park, and drew Fosse 
into a conversation. 

The police officer suggested 
that Fosse go with him to a motel 
for private, consensual sexual ac¬ 
tivity. Fosse agreed but was 
pulled over by another police car 
and then arrested— without a 
warrant or probable cause— for 
soliciting a lewd act in public. 

Jagels prosecuted Fosse on the 
sexual solicitation charge, and 
Bakersfield Municipal Court 
Judge Frank Howard ordered 
him to take an HIV test as part 
of the criminal sentence, even 
though he admitted from the 
bench he was not sure he had the 
legal authority to do so, accord¬ 
ing to Wotman. 

Although the closeted priest 
tried to keep his arrest and con¬ 
viction a secret, his wife of 37 
years soon discovered that he 
had been ordered to take an HIV 
test and that he had been arrest¬ 
ed for soliciting homosexual sex, 
and filed for divorce.

CHIPS ahoy? 


he announcement Monday, August 4 
by the housing task force of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services Plan¬ 
ning Council that the CHIPS (Centralized 
Housing and Information Placement Ser¬ 
vice) waiting list will not be used for the 
council’s newly funded shallow rent subsidy 
program was a surprise to some at the 
meeting; after all, wasn’t one of the intents 
of the program to help alleviate the thou¬ 
sands of people living with HIV/AIDS who 
are currently registered through CHIPS? We 
thought so. And, when the council voted on 
March 24 to fund the program, that vote 
was in part predicated on the fact that the 
CHIPS list would be used, according to the 
recommendations upon which the motion 
was based. 


people already on the CHIPS list ■ 
do when they realize the shallow 
rent subsidies have gone to those who 
aren’t on the list? Some of those people 
have been waiting for over a / 

year. The latest data provided 
by AIDS Housing of Washing¬ 
ton states that from January 
through June of this year, 

CHIPS made an average of 18 placements 
per month, more than half of which were 
for rental subsidies. 

Given that the most recent figures from 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation are that 
about 2,400 people on the CHIPS list are 
waiting for some type of subsidy, it would 



take between 12 and 24 years to place 
all of them at the current rate and 
with the current subsidy programs 
available. In this context, even talk¬ 
ing about creating another list 
for a subsidy program is unac¬ 
ceptable. 

The full planning council 
should question the housing 
task force’s decision soon, before the con¬ 
tract is signed and the subsidies distributed. 
The AIDS Office has told us that people on 
the CHIPS list will be helped by the shallow 
rent subsidy program in spite of the task 
force’s decision, and that should also be 
clearly explained to the council. ▼ 


The housing task force now says that the 
“very low income” residents for whom the 
subsidies are intended would not be identi¬ 
fiable from the CHIPS list. But, according 
to the Department of Public Health AIDS 
Office, about 80 percent of those listed on 
CHIPS would qualify for the shallow rent 
subsidies. It seems that the list can identify 
those for whom the program is intended, so 
why the change now? 

Frankly, the very thought of creating an¬ 
other list for HIV/AIDS housing is ap¬ 
palling; in spite of its shortcomings, CHIPS 
at least does provide a centralized database, 
and all HIV/AIDS housing programs in the 
city with the exception of emergency hous¬ 
ing and medical housing programs draw 
clients from the list. The shallow rent sub¬ 
sidy program should draw its clients the 
same way as the other subsidy programs do, 
from the CHIPS list. 

As planning councilmember Mary Jane 
Wood observed, what will the thousands of 



Support public 
financing for the arts

.. he biannual Congressional cultural 
charades have begun. In the recent 
House debates on the future of the 
National Endowment for the Arts, two Cal¬ 
ifornia Congressmen, Representatives Dun¬ 
can Hines and Sonny Bono, successfully ad¬ 
vocated for the defunding of the agency. 
Duncan declared, “We are not going to give 
the money to aging hippies anymore to des¬ 
ecrate the crucifix or do strange things,” and 
Cher’s former partner added, “I don’t see 
where the NEA is this amazing contributor 
to mankind and has brought all these artists 
forward.” 

Today many of our composers, visual 
artists, choreographers, filmmakers, play¬ 
wrights, and performing artists are present¬ 
ing content in very direct and sometimes 
confrontational ways. However, the inten¬ 
tion of artists like Ron Athey, Karen Finley, 
Tim Miller, Bill T. Jones, Andres 
Serrano, and Cheryl Dunye, as well as the 
late Marlon Riggs and Robert Mapplethor¬ 
pe, is not to shock, but to engage directly, to 
speak freely without need for metaphor. All 
of these artists and their work have been 
unfairly vilified in the discourse that sur¬ 
rounds the NEA debates. 

While I recognize the risk of sounding 
too flippant, I do wonder if under today’s 
repressive climate society would have con¬ 
doned Mary Cassatt’s paintings of nude 
children; Michelangelo’s homosexuality; 
Pablo Picasso’s use of urine to achieve the 
proper patina on his sculptures; and Jasper 
Johns’s flag paintings. From all accounts, if 
Mozart had been judged by his personality, 

I doubt that we would have much of his ex¬ 
traordinary music in our repertoire today. 

History has shown us that art cannot be 
fully judged in its day. An obvious example 
would be the near-riot that erupted at the 
premiere of Stravinsky’s “Rite of Spring” in 
1913. I’m not sure that many in that audi¬ 
ence would have been willing to bet that fu¬ 


ture generations would consider this work 
seminal. Echoing a similar sentiment, 
American composer Charles Ives was quot¬ 
ed as saying in 1920, “When a new or famil¬ 
iar work is accepted as beautiful on its first 
hearing, its fundamental quality is one that 
tends to put the mind to sleep.” 

Thirty-four years ago a critic in the Min¬ 
neapolis Tribune wrote: “Three well-man¬ 
nered anarchists will try to blow up a wall 
in Minneapolis tonight.” The anar¬ 
chists were choreographer Merce 
Cunningham, composer John Cage, 
and painter Robert Rauschenberg. 

The wall— which they also de¬ 
scribe as ‘an ivory tower’ and ‘a 
closed door’— was the high one 
between “art” and “life.” 

These “anarchists” are 
now considered masters 
some three decades later. 

Certainly not all 
emerging artists will turn into masters. 
However, I do believe that a few of today’s 
iconoclasts will be tomorrow’s classicists. I 
see my job as an arts administrator provid¬ 
ing opportunities for myriad artists, know¬ 
ing that some will contribute something of 
value to future generations, in the same way 
that corporations support research efforts 
to develop new products, new solutions to 
old problems. 

Newt Gingrich in an essay in Time mag¬ 
azine asked, “Should the American people be 
forced to underwrite cultural dependents 
who add to our decay and undermine our 
values rather than enhance our lives?” The 
more authentic question is, “Should govern¬ 
ment, along with private and other public 
partners, support the work that may not 
speak to us all, which challenges the conven¬ 
tional ways of thinking about ourselves and 
our world?” You may not like it. I may not 
like it. But “like” is a vague and misguided 
criterion— fine for art over our couches, but 
not necessarily the stuff of history. 

By merely preserving the past, we are not 
taking our roles as keepers of a cultural 


legacy seriously, and are, in fact, acting irre¬ 
sponsibly. Contributions to the future must 
continue with as much diversity as can be 
fostered. A truly democratic society nur¬ 
tures and encourages difference. Let’s not 
perpetrate the fraudulent paradigm of the 
melting pot where everyone gets scalded. 
Let’s work within a quilt-like design where 
difference is seen as an asset of a strong so¬ 
ciety in which minds shaped by different 
cultural histories, different spiritual lega¬ 
cies, and different autobiographies grapple 
together for the common good. 

Our federal government has a 
long history in supporting the 
arts, dating as far back as 1814 
when Congress bought 
Thomas Jefferson’s 6,500- 
book library for $23,950. 
In our own century, the 
legacy of Franklin Roo¬ 
sevelt’s cultural policies 
still resonates through the public arts works 
created under the auspices of the Work 
Progress Administration during the De¬ 
pression. Since 1965, the NEA has been ex¬ 
tremely successful in the democratization of 
American arts and culture that is now dis¬ 
seminated to rural and urban, rich and poor 
citizens throughout the nation and around 
the world. 

As the future of the NEA is debated on 
the Senate floor in the coming weeks, we 
need to let Senators Boxer and Feinstein 
know that the amount of federal subsidies 
(38 cents per taxpaying citizen) the arts cur¬ 
rently receive, as well as the number of vis¬ 
itors served, is indeed a frugal and wise use 
of our dollars. By investing a minute por¬ 
tion of our taxes with artists, we not only 
make a vital cultural present possible, but 
also ensure a rich and diverse cultural lega¬ 
cy for future generations to inherit. ▼

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Innuendo, out the other...

I have volunteered at Davies Medical Center for 5 
years and have several friends who are patients of Dr. 
Lee Roy Liskey. Although I do not personally know 
him, I am very aware of the good reputation he has as 
a competent and caring physician. 

I feel that the tone of your article, which did in¬ 
clude the public facts in the case, was very unfair to 
Dr. Liskey and Romo. There is no resolution to the 
suit, and we are to assume innocence until guilt is es¬ 
tablished. The headline of your article reads like the 
cheapest tabloid I have ever seen at a grocery store. 
The innuendo paints a very unflattering picture of the 
doctor and the patient. I am sure that they will both 
be negatively affected by this. 

Since you felt it necessary to even print the article, 
I think that you should have printed just the facts 
without so much sensationalizing. This, to me, raises 
questions about the integrity of your reporting at the 
B.A.R. If Liskey is exonerated, some of the damage 
caused by such sensationalized, irresponsible pub¬ 
lishing is irreversible. Romo, if exonerated, will also 
have a tarnished reputation with which to 
contend. 

I hope, once a verdict is rendered, that 
you will give equal space to the verdict so 
our community will know how the courts 
responded to the suit.

MACK attack? 

Regarding Tom Pinsky’s letter, in which he alleges 
having observed blatantly unsafe sexual activity going 
on at the South of Market sex club MACK the previ¬ 
ous weekend. 

I am appalled and quite disturbed that the B.A.R. 
or any other gay publication would publish a letter 
with such serious allegations without even attempt¬ 
ing, so far as I know, to contact me or anyone else at 
MACK or otherwise investigating the allegations. 
Even the most cursory check of MACD’s history 
would have revealed that not only has the club been 
a member in good standing of the Coalition for 
Healthy Sex for many years, MACK has received 
awards and commendations from the Coalition for 
our commitment to promoting safe, healthy sex and 
for the quality of our facility. 

On May 28, Mitchell Katz, MD, Director, Com¬ 
munity Health and Safety and Director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Office for the City and County of San 
Francisco, stated in a letter to MACK the following: 

“Overall, the operation of your club contributes to 
an environment which encourages safe sex. The fol¬ 
lowing factors were noted (in our recent inspection): 

Clear signs that describe prohibited activities 
throughout the facility. 

Sign-in procedures that require patrons to agree 
to rules of the club.

Sex club has several posters and large amounts of 
other educational materials available to patrons. 

We encourage you to continue to operate in the 
manner in which you currently do so that your club 
will meet the Minimum Standards.”

Pat the miracle worker? 

Regarding Ron Henderson’s applause of SFAF 
[Mailstrom, June 26]: I am a long-term survivor, too, 
and Pat Christen has had nothing to do with my sur¬ 
vival. And SFAF’s being “one of the best AIDS orga¬ 
nizations in the country” is debatable. If anything, the 
frustration I experienced with SFAF contributed to 
my decreased CD4 count and burgeoning viral load. 

I worked in client services for a clinic in the Mis¬ 
sion, where many of the clients are monolingual 
Spanish-speaking people. Our funders required us to 
partner with other organizations to avoid duplication 
of services. I and my clients depended on SFAF for 
access to many services we could not provide. Day 
after day my phone calls to SFAF social workers went 
unanswered. Day after day the SFAF staff was away to 
never-ending meetings, conferences, workshops and 
seminars. Day after day our clients waited. Day after 
day they got discouraged. Day after day they died. 
SFAF controls distribution of all money from the 
AIDS Walk to other organizations. With this kind of 
power and her kind of salary - almost twice as much 
as the clinic AIDS doc and nurse combined - Pat had 
better be more than just visionary. She should work 
miracles. 

As the Executive Director of a grassroots 
HIV/AIDS services organization “of, by and for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS,” my salary was $24,000. The 
other two staff got less. We worked 12 to 15 hours a 
day. The volunteers, the real visionaries, did much 
more and got nothing but the reward of having been 
part of a real solution. We had to fight for every dol¬ 
lar we got, because most of the money was going to 
organizations advocating primary prevention, i.e., 
safe/no sex messages, like SFAF. We were the first in 
LA to advocate for testing and treatment issues and 
to get free aerosolized pentamadine for our members. 
We organized the first monthly medical updates fea¬ 
turing front-line AIDS docs and other experts, pro¬ 
viding the latest treatment information available. Our 
newsletter was treatment-focused. We had a drug net¬ 
work that helped people get access to treatments that 
showed promise. We marched, picketed, acted up, 
lobbied, got arrested, got sick, and died. Some of us, 
though not many, have survived to see this day and a 
hope to see tomorrow.

July 3), 
we are concerned that readers will get the impression 
that Cleis Press is in trouble. We are not. 

Naturally, we suffer the current economic squeeze 
as much as anyone in the book industry. But in a year 
when many in the book industry project gloomy fore¬ 
casts, the mood at Cleis is upbeat. In June, we were 
named Outstanding Independent Press of 1997 by the 
Firecracker Alternative Book Awards in a ceremony 
held at Book Expo America. The Firecracker award 
came a day after Cleis Press swept the Lambda Liter¬ 
ary Awards, winning Best Lesbian Fiction for Memo¬ 
ry Mambo by Achy Obejas and both Best Transgen¬ 
der and Best Small Press title for Body Alchemy: Trans¬ 
sexual Portraits by Loren Cameron. Cleis Press will 
publish 13 titles in 1997 and 12 in 1998. 

As Victoria noted in her article, we closed our 
Pittsburgh office - but we did so to move me to San 
Francisco. We opened our snazzy new San Francisco 
office in May, enabling Frederique Delacoste and I to 
work side by side for the first time since the early 
1980s. I’m thrilled to live and work in San Francisco, 
a dream I’ve pursued for the past several years. 

The new Cleis Press office, nestled between the 
Haight and the Castro, will be the site of book launch¬ 
ings and author events. The Press plans a grand open¬ 
ing reception for the local book trade and media for 
late summer. To staff the new office, Cleis hired Don 
Weise, formerly marketing associate with Publishers 
Group West. PGW represents Cleis to the book trade. 

Our best wishes to Victoria Brownworth and to all 
our colleagues in queer bookselling and book pub¬ 
lishing: may we honor each other’s strengths as well as 
our struggles.

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Dollars and no sense

• ven though the primary 
campaign for statewide of- 

:: fices is still 10 months away 
and the races for California gov¬ 
ernor and U.S. senator aren’t until 
November 1998, all those con¬ 
cerned are “dialing for dollars” at 
every opportunity. Campaign fi¬ 
nancial reports filed last week for 
the senate and gubernatorial con¬ 
tests show that being an incum¬ 
bent and/or having great person¬ 
al wealth are - surprise - likely to 
be advantages next year. 

U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer, 
with no serious opponent in next 
June’s Democratic primary, re¬ 
ported more than $2 million al¬ 
ready sitting in her campaign ac¬ 
count - more than any of her po¬ 
tential GOP opponents. Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, also with 
no serious opponent for the Re¬ 
publican nomination for gover¬ 
nor, reports he has close to $3 mil¬ 
lion stashed away. Spokespersons 
for both Boxer and Lungren have 
said their campaigns expect to 
raise and spend at least $20 mil¬ 
lion each before next Novem¬ 
ber’s general election. 

In the Democratic 
race for governor, Lt. 
Governor Gray Davis, 
long an announced can¬ 
didate, reports $3.3 
million in the bank, 
while Los Angeles 
businessman 
Alfred Chec- 
ci, a multimil¬ 
lionaire, re¬ 
ports to having a comfortable 
$2.4 million in his campaign cof¬ 
fers. However, Checci, unlike 
Davis, is wealthy to the tune of 
roughly $550 million, and his 
campaign balance sheet reflects 
money that he has put into the 
campaign solely on his own. 

Two other potential Democra¬ 
tic gubernatorial candidates, U.S. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein and 
former Rep. Leon Panetta, had 
no financial activity to report for 
the period in question, the first 
half of 1997. While Mr. Panetta 
has not commented on possible 
campaign costs for a race for 
Sacramento, DiFi has said that if 
she enters the contest, she expects 
that it would take around $20 
million to run a successful effort. 

Although Senator Boxer can 
look forward to an easy nomina¬ 
tion bid next June, the battle for 
the Republican nod to oppose her 
is hotly contested. Among those 
GOP hopefuls already an¬ 
nounced, only San Diego car 
alarm magnate Darrell Issa, re : 
portedly with a personal fortune 
of $250 million, had more than $1 
million in his campaign fund (ac¬ 
tually $1 .8 million), all of which 
he personally donated. Republi¬ 
can state Treasurer Matt Fong, 
thought to be the current front¬ 
runner, reported just $548,261 in 
his campaign account. San Diego 
Mayor Susan Golding, a third 
GOP senate hopeful, reported a 
balance of $231,339. 

While the figures in both the 
gubernatorial and senate races 
offer only a modest hint of what 
each of the candidates can raise by 
next June, Boxer’s incumbency, 
coupled with the fact she faces no 
serious primary opposition, clear¬ 
ly indicates that money should 
not really be a problem for her. 
The deep pockets of unknown 
candidates like Issa and Checci 
(shades of Michael Huffington?) 
indicate that the combined tab for 
next year’s election of a California 
governor and U.S. senator could 


easily surpass the $230 million 
mark. 

Politics and purse strings 

Some Republican leaders were 
grumbling aloud this week that 
President Clinton and Vice Presi¬ 
dent Gore were the big 
winners in the recently 
passed “balanced” bud¬ 
get agreement. Clin¬ 
ton, who most feel 
outsmarted the GOP 
on many budget 
points, is taking the 
lion’s share of the cred¬ 
it for the his¬ 
toric agree¬ 
ment, and ana¬ 
lysts in both 
parties agree that anything that 
benefits Clinton also helps Gore, 
the early Democratic front-run¬ 
ner for the White House in 2000. 

Ironically, the Republicans 
could have been bigger winners in 
the public’s eye if they had spent 
more time extolling their virtues 
instead of fighting one another. 
Unfortunately for them, to the ex¬ 
tent that the budget deal helps ex¬ 
tend the country’s solid econom¬ 
ic recovery, Gore’s chances look 
better than ever to take over his 
boss’s job. 

Hard times? The national Re¬ 
publican Party raised a pitiful - 
for them - $24.6 million the first 
six months of this year, while the 
Democratic Party raked in $19 
million, but is still $13.4 million 
in debt. (Better rent out that Lin¬ 
coln Bedroom on an hourly basis, 
Bill.) 

Meanwhile, in Sacramento last 
week, the chairs of the state’s Re¬ 
publican and Democratic parties 
sat side by side as they went to 
court to determine if they will be 
forced to abide by the “open pri¬ 
mary” system that voters de¬ 
manded last year when they 
passed Prop. 198. If Prop. 198 re¬ 
mains in place for next year’s elec¬ 
tion, California voters will receive 
a primary ballot that lists the 
names of all the candidates from 
every party who are running for a 
particular office. The voter will 
then be allowed to select any can¬ 
didate, regardless of the voter’s 
party registration or the candi¬ 
date’s. Both parties insisted in 
court that the decision of select¬ 
ing a candidate to represent the 
party in a general election should 
be limited to that party’s regis¬ 
tered members. A decision by the 
court is not expected for at least 
three months. 

At least a few snickers were 
heard among the City Hall crowd 
last week when Registrar of Voters 
Germaine Wong, announcing 
her retirement, insisted she wasn’t 
being forced out. “In fact, the op¬ 


posite is true,” she said. “They’ve 
been begging me to stay.” No 
word yet on exactly who the mys¬ 
terious “they” are. 

Supporters and friends of state 
Senator Quentin Kopp (yes, he 
has friends) are having a 69th 
birthday celebration for the veter¬ 
an politico to benefit The Com¬ 
mittee for Citizen Action on 
Wednesday, August 13, 5-7 p.m., 
at the Dalla Torre Ristorante on 
Montgomery Street ($100; 
777-2340 for info). 

Some D.C. wags are wondering 
just what President Bill Clinton is 
really up to. First, he nominates a 
prominent GOP governor, 
William Weld of Massachusetts, 
as the next ambassador to Mexi¬ 
co, then this week he nominates 
Michael Powell, the Republican 
son of possible GOP presidential 
candidate Colin Powell, to the 
powerful Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission. A few Demos 
feel the Prez may be carrying this 
bipartisanship thing a bit too far. 

Wonder if Mayor Willie 
Brown knows that LA Mayor 
Richard Riordan has a giant 
photo of himself on a bike at the 
start of a race with a couple of 
hundred other pedalers behind 
him hanging in the reception area 
of his City Hall office? Everyone 
has his/her opinion of our own 
Critical Mass, but the fact remains 
that bicycle riders are fast becom¬ 
ing a political force to be reckoned 
with in a number of areas around 
this country. (And no , Commis¬ 
sioner Bretz, closing Market Street 
to auto traffic from Van Ness to 
the Embarcadero is not the an¬ 
swer.) 

The Pentagon is reviewing 
how its “don’t ask, don’t tell” pol¬ 
icy has been applied amid com¬ 
plaints that gays continue to be 
targeted for punishment and dis¬ 
missal - at record rates. The Pen¬ 
tagon reportedly began the review 
in May because military dis¬ 
charges for homosexuals reached 
a five-year high of 850 in 1996. 
The military is looking into how 
the policy was applied in those 
cases. The policy supposedly per¬ 
mits gays to stay in the military as 
long as they do not disclose their 
sexual orientation or engage in 
homosexuality activity. Let’s face 
it, Mr. President, this lousy, horri¬ 
bly discriminatory idea isn’t 
working and needs to stop now. 

My Quote of the Week is from 
Mayor Brown, while debating 
anti-gay bigots, including the Tra¬ 
ditional Values Coalition’s Lou 
Sheldon, on the issue of same-sex 
marriage before the American Bar 
Association in SF last week: “This 
is an issue of human rights; it is an 
issue of civil rights, and it is an 
issue of equal rights.” ▼

Co-ed...or co-opted?

•>/ aging Jim Provenzano 
II# Dept.: One of my faithful 
11 readers, a friend often de¬ 
scribed as “everybody’s favorite 
nice Jewish cowgirl from Con¬ 
necticut,” had an interesting ques¬ 
tion for me the other day. She had 
read about a young athlete named 
Bill May, who so totally rules at 
synchronized swimming that he 
made the U.S. National Team but 
had to let go of his spot because 
the Olympics, the World Cup and 
the NCAA don’t allow men (tech¬ 
nically, anyone who can’t pass the 
chromatin tests for double X’s) to 
compete in this sport at meets 
they sanction. 

But all is not lost: May is off to 
Switzerland to compete at the 
prestigious Swiss Open in both 
the “solo” and “duet” categories. 
So my friend had the obvious 
question: solo synchronized 
swimming - isn’t that a contra¬ 
diction in terms? After all, we’re 
talking “synchronized,” which im¬ 
plies more than one in unison or 
something? 

Anyway, this friend watches 
very little television, preferring to 
get up obscenely early for rigor¬ 
ous gym workouts. Only recently 
did she sit down and watch the 


TV miniseries version of Tales of 
the City. I was curious about her 
reaction, since we’d first met (as 
she pointed out) when we were 
among the many who either sub¬ 
scribed to the Chronicle or ran 
down to pick up the early bird 
edition the night before because 
we couldn’t wait to read the latest 
installment of the adventures of 
people like us. 

After her expected remarks 
about those wacky yet lovable late 
1970s in San Francisco, she com¬ 
mented, “You know, I found my¬ 
self wishing I had a friend like 
Mouse. Then I remembered I did 
- I had a number of them. But 
they all died.” 

It was the illness and dying of 
far too many friends of far too 
many people that supposedly 


brought gay men and lesbians to¬ 
gether as equals in one communi¬ 
ty. For some of us lesbians, howev¬ 
er, the losses only picked at an ex¬ 
isting wound. We lost friends with¬ 
out closure over the way we had 
not only been left to fend for our¬ 
selves but were actively opposed, in 
one of the fights of our political 
life, by our “brothers” around 
whom we now rallied. Not only 
that, their need was exploited to at¬ 
tack women who dared find more 
meaning in female bonding, and 
value it more highly, than being a 
kind of gay ladies’ auxiliary to 
the men’s community and cul¬ 
ture. 

Last week I wrote of the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
getting reintroduced in 
Congress. Before its original 
introduction, les¬ 
bians like Jeanne 
Cordova, Rev. Frieda 
Smith and my¬ 
self had eager¬ 
ly worked 
with gay men 
like the late 
Jim Foster on sodomy law repeal. 
I was an Alice B. Toklas Club co¬ 
founder with Jim Foster and one 
of its first delegates to the CDC 
state convention. Nonetheless, 
even though the ERA was about 
the rights of half the community, 


and might potentially be used for 
prying loose more rights for all in 
same-gender contexts, gay men’s 
attitudes toward this struggle 
ranged from apathy at best to an¬ 
tagonism at worst. 

Many gay men’s attitudes to¬ 
ward lesbians were remarkably 
similar to straight men’s: as 
women, we should know our 
place; what was wrong with these 
feminists who didn’t want to look 
and act like ladies; they’re ugly 
and can’t get dates, so they’re try¬ 
ing to tell men what to do. This 
was not a huge surprise; in the 
early ’70s, Del Martin herself 
ripped the male side of the gay 
rights movement for expecting 
women to make coffee and type 
envelopes while the boys set poli¬ 
cy. But during the ERA’s ratifica¬ 


tion period, Tales of the City was 
apotheosizing gay male-straight 
female friendships even as both 
sides of that particular equation 
looked down their noses on les¬ 
bians with nervous disdain at our 
disinterest in existing to fawn over 
males and make them feel special. 

The ERA bit the dust in mid- 
1982, and within two years, a cam¬ 
paign was on to make sure lesbians 
didn’t return the favor and sit on 
the sidelines. Suddenly, the much 
maligned phrase “gay and lesbian” 
was de rigueur, especially when it 
could camouflage AIDS’ dis¬ 
proportionate impact on 
gay men. But did negative 
stereotyping of lesbians 
by gay men and fag hags 
stop? No way. It actually in¬ 
tensified, and was used 
against lesbians still in¬ 
terested in putting 
women first in our lives. 
This now made 
you worse 
than a “man- 
hater”; it made 
you someone 
who wanted men to die. 

Name an ugly stereotype used 
by nervous straight men to ex¬ 
plain away our preference for 
women, and you could find it 
used in the gay media to bring us 
into line. “They’re just uptight 
and need a real man to show them 
what sex is about.” Now gay men 
would teach us how to have “real” 
sex while we clued them in about 
forming relationships. “Prefer 
women? Naaah, she’s just so 
horny she’ll schtup anything.” 

The Sentinel ran - and hyped 
to the skies - a special insert “hon¬ 
oring” female sexuality. The main 
article was about women finding 
sexual freedom through stripping 
- for straight men. Skeptics were 
called victims of their own “mid¬ 
dle-class hang-ups.” 

This paper ran an interview 
with a woman claiming that by 
refusing to embrace “cosexual” 
culture, lesbians were losing our 
“femininity” and becoming “just 
like men” (even we femmes?). An 
article about a gay man and les¬ 
bian who had married and were 
raising two children together took 
a gratuitous swipe at lesbian 
mothers, saying their children 
needed not just male role models 
but a man living in the house for 
emotional and psychological 
wholeness. 

So now the ERA is back. Will 
gay men’s take on it be different 
this time? I don’t know... a writer 
for OutNOW! recently blasted the 
inclusion of “bi” and “trans” in 
lesbian/gay titles because “they re¬ 
ally aren’t the same as and don’t 
belong with gay and AIDS issues.”

Womyn making music

August 1976 (21 years ago this 
month): Two thousand women 
gather at the first Michigan 
Womyn's Music Festival. 

: hat is the history of the 
Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival? 

The Michigan Womyn’s Music 
Festival has become a part of the 
calendar’s rhythm for thousands 
of lesbians and other women who 
gather each August at a secluded 
campsite outside Grand Rapids. 
The festival has achieved mythic 
status in lesbian communities 
both for its empowering and lib¬ 
erating affect on its participants - 
and for the controversies that 
have arisen year after year over its 
rules and boundaries. 

In recent years, “Michigan” (as 
many of its attendees lovingly 
refer to it) has drawn between 6- 
8,000 women to a 650-acre forest 
campground in which the action 
on the various sound stages - by 
many of the biggest names in 
women’s music - is just one of a 
whirlwind of activities. Dozens of 
workshops - from drumming to 
signing to spirituality - coincide 
with a crafts bazaar and an inter¬ 
national film festival. The festival 
models itself as a prototype of a 
nurturing community - how the 
world would be if women got to 
design it. As such, a complex ge¬ 
ography of care has developed. 
“The Womb” attends to festival- 
goers’ physical needs (sunburns, 
especially), while “The Oasis” at¬ 
tend to their emotional needs. 
There is a camp for girls on-site, 
and sons of participants who are 
under 10 can attend Brother Sun 
Boys’ Camp. More than a dozen 
sign language interpreters provide 
a connection to the music and 
workshops for hearing-impaired 
women, and three vegetarian 
meals are provided daily. 

And even in 1997, no woman 
pays more than $300 to stay for 
up to six days. 

From its beginnings on a 20- 
acre site rented for $400 in 1976, 
Michigan has been a communi¬ 
tarian venture. All participants 
sign up for two work shifts, from 
helping with childcare to mainte¬ 
nance to cooking. 

The mid-seventies, when 
Michigan was founded, was a pe¬ 
riod of explosive growth in 
women’s music. The women who 
started the festival had attended 
other similar events in 1975 and 
wanted to start their own in 
Michigan. They chose the spelling 
“womyn” to make it clear that 
their venture would rely not at all 
on men - and that approach has 
been adhered to strictly for two 
decades. Even listening to “male 
music” on radios or tape decks is 
forbidden on the festival grounds. 

In its second year, the festival 
moved to a larger, rented site in 
Oceana County, Michigan, where 
the women braved a near tornado. 
In the early years, threatened inva¬ 
sions by hostile local men were a 
recurrent problem, although no 
actual violence occurred. Several 
of the organizers felt a permanent, 
owned site was essential, and in 
1982 the current parcel was pur¬ 
chased. Because the current site is 
surrounded by a quarter million 
acres of the Manistee National 
Forest, many festival-goers attest 
they have never felt safer or freer. 
Indeed, clothing is optional 
throughout the festival. 

The first of the many Michigan 
controversies centered over 
whether participants could bring

their sons. Despite official rules 
against it, in the first years, some 
women brought boys as old as 
fourteen, some of whom felt so 
disoriented by the female-privi¬ 
lege society that they picked on 
some of the younger girls. The 
current strict policy of no boys 
over three on the main festival 
grounds, and no boys over ten 
at the festival at all, devel¬ 
oped as a compromise, al¬ 
though it left some moth¬ 
ers unhappy. 

Another point of con¬ 
troversy has been sado¬ 
masochism. In the late 
1970s and early 
1980s, a subset of the 
lesbian community 
began openly em¬ 
bracing leather-dyke identities, to 
the horror of women who identi¬ 
fied violence with maleness. For 
the 1980 Festival, public sex and 
open displays of sadomasochism 
were banned, creating a furor 
among women who felt nobody’s 
sexuality should be restricted. 
Eventually, a compromise was 
reached where a separate “Twi¬ 
light Zone” was set up for the 
leather set. 

The most recent - and perhaps 
the most wrenching - major de¬ 
bate has been over the participa¬ 
tion of post-operative male-to-fe- 


male transsexuals at the event. 
One such transsexual, Nancy 
Burkholder, participated clandes¬ 
tinely at the 1990 festival. But the 
next year, when she began to share 
her history with other partici¬ 
pants, security guards escorted 
her from the premises - despite 
her offer to “drop her drawers.” 
By 1993, the “womyn- 
born-womyn-only” policy 
was a source of significant 
controversy. A “Camp 
Trans” was set up outside 
the gates of the Festival to 
protest the exclusion of 
“men-born womyn,” and 
several opponents of 
the policy wore 
“Friend of Nancy” 
buttons. But the Fes¬ 
tival organizers, and many partic¬ 
ipants, insist that by excluding 
anyone born as a male they are 
creating a uniquely safe and af¬ 
firming space for the thousands of 
women who participate. Or, as 
one woman put it, “it’s the dick in 
their heads I don’t want here.” 

Although the controversies 
have provided for hours of debate 
for women both during Michigan 
and the rest of the year, many 
have grown tired of each new issue 
and simply want to enjoy the festi¬ 
val for its scenery, its sense of com¬ 
munity, and its music. T

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Migden bill goes 
to State Senate

- he domestic partners health 
coverage bill, AB 1059, in- 
i§ troduced by Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), would require 
that a healthcare service plan, 
such as Kaiser, HIPC, or Aetna, in 
providing healthcare plans to 
businesses, must also offer do¬ 
mestic partner benefit coverage if 
spousal benefits are included in 
the healthcare package to other 
employees of the plan. AB 1059 
requires that this option is avail¬ 
able as a choice to employers but 
is not a mandate to employers. 

Since the bill was introduced 


in February, it passed the Assem¬ 
bly Insurance Committee by a 
vote of 9-4 in April; passed As¬ 
sembly Appropriations 11-7,in 
May; passed on a 42-35 vote on 
the Assembly floor in June; in July 
it survived in the Senate Insur¬ 
ance and Senate Appropriations 
committees, and is now pending 
on the Senate floor. Because of de¬ 
lays in budget talks, the bill will 
probably be heard either in mid- 
August or at the end of August. 

Ellen McCormick of LIFE 
Lobby says it is imperative, with 
the problems being engendered by 
the budget talks, that everyone 
write to their senators and get 
friends and family to write to their 


senators in support of AB 1059. 

“Anyone who has a partner or 
is the partner of someone who 
needs health coverage shoulcLun- 
derstand that it is their right to be 
able to provide the same benefits 
to their families that other work¬ 
ers provide for theirs. So it’s real¬ 
ly necessary that the Senators hear 
from everyone who supports the 
fairness and humanity of this bill. 
You can be sure they’ll be hearing 
from its detractors, loud and 
clear,” said McCormick. ▼

Six months later, Fosse was 
arrested again after a second 
plainclothes police officer so¬ 
licited him at a different Bakers¬ 
field park in January 1996, and 
tried to steer him to have sex in a 
public park restroom. 

Fosse declined and insisted 
that the sex occur at his private 
residence, at which point he was 
arrested, despite the fact that it is 
not illegal to solicit sex in public. 

Citation quota 

When Rice showed up at 


Fosse’s house later in the day to 
have him sign the citation, Rice 
told him that he had a quota that 
morning of 20 such citations, 
and Fosse was just number 11. 

Fosse pleaded no contest to 
the second charge in March 1996 
and was ordered to complete 
community service, stay away 
from Kern River Parkway, and 
have another HIV test. 

In July 1996, Fosse was dis¬ 
charged from his position as rec¬ 
tor of a Bakersfield Episcopal 
church and barred from serving 
as a priest by Diocese of San 
Joaquin Bishop John Paul 
Schofield. 

But after talking to a Bakers¬ 


field attorney who advertised in 
an area gay newspaper, Fosse 
learned that he had actually 
committed no crime and was the 
victim of false - arrest and al¬ 
legedly malicious prosecution. 

Motions to vacate the judg¬ 
ments by the Kern County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office were grant¬ 
ed in August 1996, and the factu¬ 
al finding of Fosse’s innocence 
on both counts was made by a 
Bakersfield municipal court 
judge last September. 

Fosse has filed a legal mal¬ 
practice claim against his former 
attorney and is suing the city of 
Bakersfield in a related civil ac¬ 
tion. ▼

CHIPS list may not be used 
for shallow rent subsidies

eople living with 
HIV/AIDS who will receive 
new shallow rent subsidies 
through Ryan White CARE fund¬ 
ing will not be drawn from the 
CHIPS housing wait list, it was 
announced at the Monday, August 
4 meeting of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council. 
The news was questioned by at 
least one member of the council, 
who wondered whether the city 
might be opening itself up to pos¬ 
sible legal action by the thousands 
of people who have signed up for 
CHIPS (Centralized Housing In¬ 
formation and Placement Ser¬ 
vice), some of whom have been 
waiting years for a rental subsidy. 

When the planning council 


originally approved funding for 
the shallow rent subsidy program 
on March 24, the recommenda¬ 
tions voted on by the council stat¬ 
ed people would be drawn from 
the CHIPS list. Between 100-150 
people are expected to be served. 
Now, however, that has changed, 
Tom Calvanese told the council 
Monday. 

“The extremely low income 
people wouldn’t be targeted 
through CHIPS,” Calvanese said. 
“It will be on a first-come, first- 
serve basis.” 

He added that outreach will be 
done to identify eligible people. 

The shallow rent subsidies ap¬ 
proved by the council would be 
able to be used at residential ho¬ 
tels, unlike some rental subsidies. 
Under the program, recipients of 
the subsidies would have a por¬ 


tion of their rent paid. To be eligi¬ 
ble, people must have disabling 
HIV or AIDS and meet income 
requirements. 

The latest change, not drawing 
people from the CHIPS list, was 
questioned by councilmember 
Mary Jane Wood, who asked 
whether the housing task force 
had thought of the potential legal 
consequences. She also asked 
whether the task force would, in 
effect, be creating yet a second list. 

“Not necessarily,” Calvanese 
replied, explaining that linkages 
with other agencies would be 
done in addition to outreach in 
order to identify eligible people. 

Wood was not satisfied. “I 
could see someone who’s been on 
the CHIPS list for two years sub¬ 
sequently suing the city [and] 
suing the planning council,” she 
said. 

Other councilmembers point¬ 
ed out that the CHIPS list is not 
used for emergency housing or 
medical housing, and that the 
shallow rent subsidies are being 
used for emergency housing. 

“It depends how you define 
emergency,’” Wood responded. 

Norm Nickens, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Office, told the 
B.A.R. that ultimately, many of 
the people who receive the shal¬ 
low rent subsidies will be on the 
CHIPS list, although it’s not clear 
how that will be accomplished. 
Nickens said the AIDS Office is in 
the midst of contract negotiations 
with contractors for the program, 
which was supposed to start last 
month. 

“The shallow rent subsidies 
will definitely help people on the 
CHIPS list,” Nickens said. 

He added that the very nature 
of shallow rent subsidies is not to 
create new housing, but to pre¬ 
vent people in existing housing 
from becoming homeless. “It is 
premised on you being in hous¬ 
ing.” 

Housing data 

In other matters at Monday’s 
meeting, the council got data on 
AIDS housing in the city. The 
group AIDS Housing of Washing¬ 
ton, based in Seattle, has under¬ 
taken the task of gathering data 
on the various HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing programs in the city and re¬ 
leased its preliminary report to 
the planning council. The final re-

port is expected by the end of the 
year and is being done as part of 
the effort to update the city’s 
HIV/AIDS housing plan. 

Significantly, the report has 
initial data about who has been 
housed through the CHIPS list 
since it started in January 1995. Of 
the 5,076 clients who have regis¬ 
tered and are in the CHIPS data¬ 
base, about 1,200 have been 
placed. Of those, 1,000 people 
have been placed in permanent 
housing. 

During the first half of this 
year, CHIPS made an average of 
94 referrals and 18 placements per 
month. More than half the place¬ 
ments were through rental subsi¬ 
dies. 

While 64 percent of all clients 
in the CHIPS system enrolled in 
CHIPS while they were living in 
some type of permanent housing 
situation, this group comprises 73 
percent of those placed through 
the CHIPS system, according to 
the report. T

AIDS funding at risk

nsiders at the State Capitol are 
, worried that AIDS and other 
1 healthcare funding will be on 
the chopping block during the 
ongoing budget talks next week. 
Legislators are playing with al¬ 
ready meager welfare funds in 
their budget battles with Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson this week, and in¬ 
siders fear that next week it will be 
the state’s healthcare budget at 
stake. 

Wilson wants a state income 
tax cut and insists on funding a 
lump sum $1.3 billion payback to 
the Public Employee Retirement 
System (PERS) from the general 
fund. He has rejected a plan to pay 
back the money to PERS over a 
period of several years because 


Sen. Lee 
asks state 
AIDS Office 
for plan

he National Task Force on 

I AIDS Prevention (NTFAP) 
announced July 31 that a let¬ 
ter circulated by state Senator Bar¬ 
bara Lee (D-Oakland), was sent to 
the State Office of AIDS to chal¬ 
lenge their plan for addressing the 
needs of communities most af¬ 
fected by the epidemic. The letter, 
signed by 30 legislators from the 
assembly and senate, calls for 
Wayne Saucedo, director of the 
State Office of AIDS, to “have a de¬ 
tailed demographic assessment of 
the AIDS epidemic within Califor¬ 
nia and have a detailed plan to 
combat the epidemic within those 
communities most at risk.” 

The legislative effort comes as 
the federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recently released data indicating 
that a major disparity in the rate 
of AIDS deaths between people of 
color and other populations. 

“The State Office of AIDS 
must understand the importance 
of having detailed plans to com¬ 
bat the AIDS epidemic within 
those communities that have tra¬ 
ditionally had limited access to 
healthcare information and treat¬ 
ment,” Lee said. 

Added Luis Orozco, NTFAP 
public policy director, “The 
NTFAP made an effort to work 
with Wayne Saucedo of the State 
Office of AIDS in order to better 
direct state tax dollars for those 
with the greatest need; however, we 
have yet to receive any response.” 

Orozco added that the NTFAP 
was “extremely pleased to see a 
strong coalition of members from 
the legislative black and Latino 
caucuses,” as well as many legisla¬ 
tive leaders sign Lee’s letter. Key 
members of committees with ju¬ 
risdiction over state health issues 
also signed the letter. 

“It is now more important 
than ever for us to target scarce 
AIDS resources effectively because 
larger segments of our communi¬ 
ties continue to have no access to 
information on prevention and 
life-saving treatments,” said Mario 
Solis-Marich, chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the NTFAP. ▼ 


PERS officials want to tie the pay¬ 
back to increased benefits to state 
employees. Because Wilson won’t 
make concessions to PERS ad¬ 
ministrators, $12.9 million for the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP); $1.6 million for 
HIV/AIDS prevention activities; 
$1.6 million for anonymous HIV 
testing and counseling; and $3.8 
million for viral load testing - all 
already agreed upon by the state 
assembly and senate - could be on 
the chopping block in the next 
three to seven days. 

ADAP funds specifically assist 
those persons with AIDS who are 
working and living with AIDS but 
are unable to fund their life-sav¬ 
ing medications. It costs approxi¬ 
mately $12,000 a year to keep a 
person on medication as they 
continue to be functioning, con¬ 
tributing members of the com¬ 
munity. If their medications are 
taken away, they can slip into ter¬ 
minal phase, and the cost is gen¬ 
erally $150,000 to end-stage. In¬ 


siders say it would be false econo¬ 
my to tinker with such programs, 
which are demonstrably effective 
and successful. 

Laurie McBride, executive di¬ 
rector of the Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality (LIFE), is 
trying to formulate strategies in 
the event either the governor or 
the legislators don’t blink during 
this battle of wills. She is urging a 
flood of mail to the governor 
telling him although he may be 
acting out of frustration with the 
budget negotiations, it is our lives 
that are at stake. “Tell Governor 
Wilson that jeopardizing people’s 
lives, jeopardizing their healthcare 
is not the way to build a budget so¬ 
lution in California. Not just AIDS 
funding, but all healthcare funding 
is at stake,” McBride said. ▼

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HRC adds staff to LGBT unit 


Improvement seen for transgender community

an Francisco’s Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) 
has announced the expan¬ 
sion of its Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender and HIV Unit. Three 
new employees have been hired, 
which doubles the unit’s size, said 
coordinator Larry Brinkin. The 
expansion was necessary for the 
HRC to implement the city’s 
groundbreaking equal benefits or¬ 
dinance, which went into effect 
June 1. Brinkin said additional 
staff were also needed to improve 
the unit’s ability to serve the 
transgender community. 

The HRC is unique in the 
United States in its dedication to 
defending the rights of individu¬ 
als discriminated against on the 
basis of gender identity, sexual 
orientation, or HIV status. The 
commission is also charged with 


the enforcement of the equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, which requires all 
businesses contracting with the 
city to provide benefits to domes¬ 
tic partners of employees if bene¬ 
fits are provided to spouses. 
Mayor Willie Brown signed the 
law last November. 

New staff members Ron Hy- 
polite and Marianna Balquiedra 
join the unit as representatives, 
while Carol Ackles has been hired 
as a clerk typist. In addition to 
Brinkin, existing staff members 
Brian Cheu and Cynthia Gold¬ 
stein round out the unit. The en¬ 
tire team is greatly enhanced in its 
three primary duties, explained 
Brinkin: to mediate and investi¬ 
gate discrimination complaints; 
to implement the equal benefits 
ordinance; and to provide staff 
support for two advisory com¬ 
mittees to the HRC. 

The advisory committees are 
the Lesbian Gay Bisexual Trans¬

Spectrum 
director resigns

aying the agency needs 
someone with fresh new en- 

W ergy to guide it into the fu¬ 
ture, Pat Tibbs, executive director 
of Marin County’s Spectrum 
Center for Lesbian, Gay and Bi¬ 
sexual Concerns, resigned her 
post July 31. 

“I’ve given it what I can for more 
than two years,” said Tibbs, a San 
Francisco resident. “I don’t have the 
energy to drive that anymore.” 

Tibbs said she decided it was 
time to move on when she realized 
she was working 55 to 60 hours 
per week, with no end in sight. 

“I really did this for myself,” 
she said. “I believe that people 
should take care of themselves.” 

But all her hard work has paid 
off for the San Anselmo-based or¬ 
ganization, which serves over 
5,000 people per year, according 
to Tom Matteoli, president of 
Spectrum’s board of directors. 

Matteoli said Tibbs’ accom¬ 
plishments over the past two years 
have strengthened Spectrum’s po¬ 
sition as the focal point for the gay 
community in Marin County. 

“She hired some very, very 
good people,” said Matteoli. “She 
was good at establishing commu¬ 
nication within the community, 
bringing various groups together, 
and developing a variety of pro¬ 
grams, such as Cafe Spectrum, a 
popular drop-in group.” 

According to Matteoli, Tibbs 
was also successful at snagging 
some multi-year funding grants 
from such groups as United Way 
and the Marin Community Foun¬ 
dation, as well achieving a positive 
press image for the organization 
in both gay and mainstream pub¬ 
lications. 

But her biggest accomplish¬ 
ment, if Tibbs has anything to say 
about it, could be a proposal she 
made to change the social service 
agency into a membership orga¬ 
nization that offers a variety of ac¬ 
tivities for an annual membership 
fee, as well as continuing its grant- 
funded programs for senior men 
and women and young people, 
what Tibbs called the “vulnerable 
groups.” 

Tibbs said this would be a way 
for Spectrum to get out from under 
the yoke of dependency upon ever- 
dwindling grant moneys.

“We’ve been creeping in that 
direction for the last few years,” 
said Tibbs, citing Cafe Spectrum, 
men’s and women’s groups for 35- 
to 55-year-olds, and a new 
women’s group in Novato. “People 
want activities such as movies, the¬ 
ater, athletic events, and an oppor¬ 
tunity to learn things. A lot of gay 
and lesbian community centers are 
working on that principle.” 

This proposal is “on the table 
in terms of long-range planning,” 
said Spectrum’s acting directpr, 
John Kirkley, who served as pro¬ 
gram director under Tibbs. 

But first on the organization’s 
agenda is finding a new executive - 
director to replace Tibbs, and 
dealing with some staffing cut¬ 
backs that are a result of dimin¬ 
ished funding. 

Spectrum has also scheduled a 
town hall meeting for Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 24. 

In the meantime, Tibbs is con¬ 
tinuing to work on call for Spec¬ 
trum for the month of August to 
ease it through its transition peri¬ 
od. She is also establishing herself 
as a consultant for private busi¬ 
nesses, something she hopes will 
help her create a little nest egg to¬ 
wards her future retirement. T

and Exchange), and Pi’s Ben Chen 
and Brenda Lein. 

The update will have several 
focus areas, including an update 
from the Los Angeles conference 
on women and AIDS held in 
April, and current issues related to 
treatment with protease in¬ 
hibitors. 

According to Project Inform 
spokesman Ben Collins, an esti¬ 
mated 30 percent of people who 
take protease inhibitors will have 
treatment failure on the drugs for 
a variety of reasons. Problems 
with side effects and adherence to 
treatment requirements, as well as 
with accessing the expensive treat¬ 
ments are fairly common. 

Although Collins called pro¬ 
tease treatments “a step forward,” 
he expressed concern about 
media portrayals of the drugs as a 
panacea for HIV, and said that 
some people who have been 
drawn into AIDS treatment after 
recent media and advertising 
blitzes about the drugs “are really 
going to feel cheated” when the 
drugs don’t work for them. 

Other aspects of treatment 
such as new therapy options 
(1592,141, DMP-266), long-term 
strategies, information on drug 
resistance, immune restoration, 
and a variety of other issues will 
be discussed at the update.

Give Time. Give Money. Give Now. 
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Helms vs. Weld: the subtext

illiam Weld, the now ex- 
. Governor of Massachu¬ 
setts, is challenging the 
way Washington does business. 
The ostensible target is Jesse 
Helms, who is blocking Weld’s 
nomination as Ambassador to 
Mexico. But the greater challenge 
is to the Senate and ultimately the 
Clinton administration. 

Helms says that Weld’s sup¬ 
port for medicinal marijuana 
would undercut his ability to deal 
with that nation on drug issues. 
But everyone knows that Helms is 
clutching at a fig leaf, a pretext for 
much broader disagreements that 
are not germane to this nomina¬ 
tion. The pair are polar opposites 
across virtually the entire range of 
social issues, not the least of 
which is gays and lesbians. The 
community calls Weld the na¬ 
tion’s most pro-gay governor, 
Helms their anti-Christ. 

Many Republican Senators are 
deferring to Helms. They don’t 
want to cross the vindictive chair¬ 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee, and most are 
more conservative than the liber¬ 
tarian-flavored Weld. But they 
also are protective of the rules of 
the Senate and hence their own 
power. 

They publicly complain that if 
Weld had just not shattered the 
decorum of their gentlemen’s 
club by speaking publicly, then 
maybe a quiet deal could have 
been worked out. It is the stan¬ 
dard Washington dodge, criticize 


the packaging when you are un¬ 
comfortable with the substance. 

Surely the Clinton administra¬ 
tion knew of Helms’s antipathy 
towards Weld, and the Senator’s 
demonstrated willingness to use 
the power of his office to achieve 
his goals. That is likely why they 
did not clear it ahead of time with 
Helms: they knew what the an¬ 
swer would be. 

No doubt they expected things 
to take the same course as three 
years ago with the trial balloon of 
James Hormel as the first openly 
gay ambassador. That is, float the 
name, get the good press for the 
“effort,” and let the nominee twist 


slowly in the wind without ever 
being acted upon. 

But Weld believes that if 
something is worth doing, it is 
worth doing right, with all your 
effort. His public statements and 
now resignation were meant to 
force the issue, first with Clinton 
to make the nomination official, 
then with Helms and his fellow 
Republicans in the Senate to act 
upon it. 

So far, Weld has been success¬ 
ful in framing the issue as one of 
fairness. “What are you afraid of, 
Mr. Bully?” he is in effect saying. 
“If you’re so sure of your posi¬ 
tion, they why not talk about it in 


Virginia appeals court 
rules for Bottoms

iting the best interest of her 
biological child, a Virginia 
appeals court last week re¬ 
versed a draconian visitation 
order against Sharon Bottoms, 
whose son was taken away from 
her four years ago because she is a 
lesbian. On July 29, a unanimous 
Virginia Court of Appeals over¬ 
turned a 1996 ruling by Henrico 
County Circuit Judge Buford M. 
Parsons, Jr., which severely limited 
contact between Bottoms and her 
five-year-old son, Tyler Doustou, 
who is currently in the custody of 
his maternal grandmother. 

Parsons had ruled that Bot¬ 
toms may only visit with Tyler at 
her home, and only when Bot¬ 
toms’s live-in partner, April Wade, 
is not present. The order also 
barred Wade from ever commu¬ 
nicating with Tyler, even by tele¬ 
phone. 


In overturning that decision, 
the appeals court ruled that 
Tyler’s best interest should take 
precedence in a visitation dispute, 
and that a person’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion alone should not be used to 
deny or restrict visitation. The 
court remanded the case back 
down to the lower court. 

“While issues of adult sexuali¬ 
ty and related behavior are signif¬ 
icant to an adjudication of visita¬ 
tion, such factors must be assessed 
by the court together with other 
relevant circumstances and bal¬ 
anced in a visitation arrangement 
which both benefits and protects 
the child,” said Judge Richard S. 
Bray. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), which represents 
Bottoms, said that last week’s de¬ 
cision was the first by a higher 
court in Virginia to rule explicitly 
that a person’s sexual orientation 
alone should be irrelevant in de¬ 
termining a visitation. ▼ 


ship” lay to the right. He was 
bawling, stomping his foot, and 
pointing to a hobbyhorse labeled

Others have tried to spin 
Weld’s decisive actions as those of 
an unstable man. 

The Clinton administration 
seems more worried about of¬ 
fending Helms than about con¬ 
firming Weld. The Senator’s 
words don’t influence many peo¬ 
ple, but his power of the calendar 
controls the agenda of the For¬ 
eign Relations Committee. That 
is why Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright has been 
sucking up to him on matters 
ranging from the sublime to a T- 
shirt reading “Somebody at the 
State Department [hearts] loves 
me.” So don’t look for Clinton to 
use a “recess appointment” of 
Weld to bypass the confirmation 
process. 

Weld’s fight lays bare the petti¬ 
ness, intolerance, and lack of 
principle that too often passes for 
politics in the Capitol. We should 
watch this morality play closely. 
For if the political process does 
not offer a fair hearing for some¬ 
one with the advantages of a 
William Weld, then what can we 
expect as gays and lesbians? T

Burroughs dies

i illiam S. Burroughs, 
whose 1959 experimental 
i novel Naked Lunch set 
the stage for the underground 
revolution against society, died 
August 2 at Lawrence Memorial 
Hospital. He was 83. 

Burroughs stood with novelist 
Jack Kerouac and the late poet 
Allen Ginsberg at the center of the 
Beat Generation movement and 
was one of the most innovative 
writers of English since James 
Joyce. His writing broke down 
barriers of style and content but 
helped give form to the aimless 
alienation of a generation, espe¬ 
cially before and after the publica¬ 
tion of Naked Lunch , a horror ac¬ 
count of life in the underworld of 
drug addiction and crime. 

Burroughs, a homosexual and 
drug addict whose works were so 
difficult to read that popular crit¬ 
ics initially rejected him, came 
from prominent Midwestern and 
Southern families who represent¬ 
ed the very antithesis of Bur¬ 
roughs’s wild, iconoclastic life. 

Though his innovation and at¬ 
titude of revolt earned him an im¬ 
mediate place in literary history 
and a lasting appeal to youth, it 
was only after the mid-1960s that 
critics gave him any respect. His 
reputation endured long after he 
left the literary limelight of Paris, 
London and New York, and 
turned to a reclusive life in the un¬ 
likely location of Lawrence, Kan. 

Born Feb. 5,1914, in St. Louis, 
Mo., Burroughs was the grandson 
of the inventor of the adding ma¬ 
chine and founder of the Bur¬ 
roughs office equipment and 
computer empire. His mother, 
Laura Lee Burroughs, was the 
daughter of a distinguished min¬ 
ister whose family claimed de¬ 
scent from Robert E. Lee. 

Burroughs inherited both the 
inventiveness of the paternal 
grandfather and the verbal skill of 
the maternal grandfather. But 
scholars believe the Lee family in 
particular may have influenced 
some of Burroughs’s major pre¬ 
occupations as a writer. 

The Rev. James W. Lee and his 
son, Ivy Ledbetter Lee, were both 
speakers and writers. Ivy Lee, Bur¬ 
roughs’s uncle, used the family 
talent with words and personal re¬ 
lations to serve the great capital¬ 
ists of his time and, in the words 
of his biographer, was “the first 
public relations man.” 

Despite his well-groomed, 
moneyed background, Burroughs 
used his talent to attack the exist¬ 
ing social order, as exemplified by 
his first novel, Junkie (1953), 
Naked Lunch (1959), and the tril¬ 
ogy The Soft Machine (1961), The 
Ticket That Exploded (1962), and 
Nova Express (1964). 

It was for Naked Lunch that 
Burroughs was best remembered. 
Written over the course of six 
years - 1953 to 1959 - the book is 
a wild plunge into the mind of a 
drug addict. Burroughs was 
helped by Ginsberg in the prepa¬ 
ration of the final draft, published 
in 1959 in Paris. Publication in the 
United States was blocked until 
1962 and was successfully defend¬ 
ed in two censorship trials in 
Boston and Los Angeles. 

The book takes place in Inter¬ 
zone, a “carny world” of sexual de¬ 
viants, junkies and crooks where 
the metaphor of the carnival built

on con man and mark is the cen¬ 
tral economic and power rela¬ 
tionship. 

The structure is a dense 
stream-of-consciousness consist¬ 
ing of dialogue, association images 
and plot episodes that resemble 
On the Road on one level, but is far 
more complicated and non-linear. 

This experimentation, which 
brought Burroughs comparisons 
to Joyce, was the glue that held to¬ 
gether all of Burroughs’s work. He 
used a cut-up technique bor¬ 
rowed from Beat painter Brion 
Gysin and the be-bop jazz musi¬ 
cians that relied on a montage of 
text to break through to more 
complex sentences and imagery. 

Burroughs’ personal life was as 
chaotic as his writing, marked by 
drug use that began with mor¬ 
phine addiction in 1941 and later 
became a heroin habit. 

His first marriage ended in di¬ 
vorce from Use Herzfeld Klapper 
in 1946. A disastrous common- 
law marriage to Joan Vollmer was 
climaxed in a bizarre William Tell- 
like accident in which Burroughs 
accidentally shot and killed her in 
1951. 

The couple had a son, William 
Burroughs Jr., also an author, an 
alcoholic who died in 1981. 

“Burroughs himself seems to 
have passed through this sham¬ 
bles of a life with innocence un¬ 
touched. That apparent inno¬ 
cence, even delight, in the face of 
sordidness and horror is a central 
hallmark of his writing,” said art 
scholar Charles Hage. 

During the ’40s and early ’50s, 
Burroughs was closely associated 
with the writers of the Beat Gener¬ 
ation and his life was chronicled in 
the writings of Kerouac, who often 
used Burroughs as a character. 

But in the 1983 documentary 
film, Burroughs, the author char¬ 
acteristically debunked much of 
what Kerouac wrote about him: 

“Everything that Jack Kerouac 
wrote you have to take with a 
grain of salt.” ▼ 
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Will Amans 


Those who re¬ 
member the old 
Norse Cove may 
also remember Will 
Amans. When it be¬ 
came apparent that 
he was ill, he re¬ 
turned to Wiscon¬ 
sin, where he died 
in August 1995. He 
spent most of his 
last days sitting under a favorite apple 
tree in a place called Buckskin Hollow 
painting and sketching. After his death, 
a number of people gathered to scatter 
his ashes under the apple tree and to re¬ 
member him in a loving way. 

In a two-page spread concerning 
AIDS in Green County, the Monroe 
Evening Times said that Will in the end 
had become a role model for the people 
of the county in how he dealt with HIV 
and his final sickness. In his own way, 
Will helped to raise the consciousness of 
his neighbors and to educate them 
about AIDS. One of the wishes ex¬ 
pressed by him in his last journal entries 
was that he be able to incorporate his 
illness into a positive legacy for the 
world. He did.

David Briggs 
grew up in Idaho. 
He received mas¬ 
ter’s degrees from 
the University of 
Idaho and the Uni¬ 
versity of Washing¬ 
ton at Seattle. Flu¬ 
ent in Spanish, he 
was director of 
courses at the Lan¬ 
guage School of the U.S. Information 
Agency in Montevideo, Uruguay. He 
settled in San Francisco in 1969 and 
performed with the rock group Hear 
and Now, celebrating the city in his 
compositions. In the 1970s he taught 
English as a second language at U.C. 
Berkeley. He became a master uphol¬ 
sterer and spent many summers along 


his beloved Yuba River. 

David is survived by his mother, 
Signe Briggs; his brother, Marlin Briggs; 
his children, Brent Briggs of Idaho and 
Wendy Thomi of Colorado; and five 
grandchildren. He is mourned by many 
friends, among them Glenn Todd and 
Jay de Bogue. 

Dave was a perfect Leo - sunloving, 
energetic, creative. He hiked the trails of 
the Sierras and ran up mountains. He 
died suddenly, unexpectedly, at his 
home in San Francisco. In memory his 
voice rises in song, his tongue tumbles 
out poetry, his laughter resounds. “For 
Death, he taketh all away, but them he 
cannot take.”

who was recently appointed the 
group’s outreach and education 
coordinator. 

With 12 years experience in 
community health outreach and 
education at the Santa Cruz AIDS 
Project, the Needles Exchange 
Project of Marin, and Pi’s Nation¬ 
al HIV/AIDS Hotline, Hogan 
echoed Collins’s concern.

Andrew Cunanan did not have HIV

nvestigators are searching for 
another motive for Andrew Cu- 
nanan’s killing spree now that 
tests show he was not HIV-positive 
when he allegedly killed five men 
before committing suicide. 


The Miami Herald reported 
Friday, August 1 that three law en¬ 
forcement sources confirmed tests 
by the Dade County Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s Office revealed Cunanan 
did not have AIDS. There was 
speculation that Cunanan became 
enraged after he learned he had 
contracted AIDS and went on a 


nationwide killing rampage. 

The 27-year-old Cunanan’s last 
victim was fashion designer Gian¬ 
ni Versace, shot to death outside 
his Miami Beach home July 15. 
One of the nation’s most extensive 
manhunts ended eight days later 
when Cunanan killed himself as 
he hid out on a houseboat. ▼ 
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Developing HIV drugs 
in the era of resistance

' he past month has presented 
some tough news to the HIV 
treatment trenches. First, at 
a meeting in St. Petersburg, Flori¬ 
da, over 200 AIDS researchers 
from around the world painted a 
grim picture of the emerging 
problem of HIV drug resistance 
and combination treatment fail¬ 
ure. Elsewhere, Glaxo-Wellcome 
presented disappointing prelimi¬ 
nary results from studies of their 
newest agent, “1592” or “abacavir.” 
Data suggest the drug may not 
show good activity in the many 
people who have taken the older 
nucleoside drugs. Finally, Abbott 
Labs released news that— con¬ 
trary to earlier expectations— 
their newest protease inhibitor, 
ABT-378, may share the resistance 
problems of older members of this 
promising group of drugs. 

While the problem of HIV 
drug resistance may be overcome 
or prevented by better use of 
available agents, many experts 
admit that the best hope for over¬ 
coming the virus are better 
drugs— that is, drugs that are ac¬ 
tive against resistant HIV. The re¬ 
cent sobering news, however, sug¬ 
gests that existing pharmaceutical 
company development programs 
are not finding these drugs. In a 
few years, will we be awash with 
drugs that work against “wild 
type” virus, only to find that those 
viruses no longer exist in people, 
but only in test tubes? 

Over 150,000 people in the 
U.S. are on protease inhibitors, 
and recent findings suggest many 
of them will eventually develop 
drug resistance. Clearly, how drug 


companies find, evaluate, and de¬ 
velop new HIV drugs will have a 
major impact on whether people 
with HIV will have effective ther¬ 
apies in the years ahead. 

Resistance: What is it? 

First, let’s review what we mean 
by “drug resistance.” Antivirals 
work by binding to a target in the 
virus, usually a protein or enzyme. 
For example, “protease inhibitors” 
bind to an enzyme called “pro¬ 
tease” that HIV uses to 
make more viruses. By 
attaching to the en¬ 
zyme, the drug blocks 
or inhibits its function, 
and stops the virus. 

Because HIV is sloppy 
when it reproduces, howev¬ 
er, many of its baby 
viruses are imperfect 
copies of the parent. 

Often their proteins 
contain changes, or “mutations.” 
We can think of the structure of 
proteins as being like strings of 
beads. Each “bead” in a protein 
“string” is an amino acid. If we 
change even one of the amino 
acids, we change the sequence, 
and so change the structure of the 
protein. For example, when HIV 
protease has the amino acid valine 
rather than the “wild type” 
isoleucine at position 84 of the 
“string,” we get a new enzyme. We 
refer to the mutant enzyme as 
“I84V”— isoleucine changed to 
valine at point 84. 

If the structure of a protein 
changes, it makes it harder for a 
drug to attach to it. If the drug 
can’t attach, it can’t do its job, and 
the virus continues to reproduce. 
For example, viruses whose pro¬ 
tease enzyme carries the I84V mu¬ 
tation are somewhat resistant to 


the drugs ritonavir (Norvir) and 
indinavir (Crixivan). When an en¬ 
zyme carries multiple mutations, it 
interferes with drug binding even 
more, leading to serious resistance 
problems. If mutations occur in 
several different enzymes or pro¬ 
teins in a virus, then the virus is re¬ 
sistant to several different cate¬ 
gories of drugs. Such viruses are 
now found in the bloodstreams of 
many people with HIV. 

Once a person becomes resis¬ 
tant to a drug, the mutant 
viruses quickly “re¬ 
bound,” leading to high¬ 
er viral loads. If the per¬ 
son stops taking the 
drug, the “wild type” 
virus quickly comes back 
and usually replaces the 
mutants. But if drug is 
re-started, it appears 
that the drug-resistant 
mutants quickly come 
back. (This finding was reported at 
the Florida meeting by Dr. John 
Condra of Merck Labs.) 

HIV drug resistance: a 
growing problem 

Perhaps the most important 
message from the Florida meeting 
was that once people’s HIV be¬ 
comes resistant to one protease 
inhibitor, they respond poorly to 
follow-up treatment with other 
drugs in this group. For example, 
a study of people with saquinavir 
(Invirase) resistance found that 
follow-up treatment with Crixi¬ 
van resulted in minor and short¬ 
lived reductions in virus. In an¬ 
other talk, Dr. Bob Shafer of Stan¬ 
ford described how people who 
have had extensive previous treat¬ 
ment with numerous anti-HIV 
drugs are resistant to all available 
therapies. While many studies at 
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the conference described the na¬ 
ture and severity of the HIV drug 
resistance problem, no formal

Professor's gay study nixed 
in Idaho; ACLU files lawsuit

' H he American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) has filed a 
II federal free speech lawsuit 
against the Idaho Board of Educa¬ 
tion (IBE) after it rejected a pro¬ 
fessor’s proposal solely because it 
dealt with lesbian and gay issues. 

The lawsuit was filed in U.S. 
District Court in Boise, Idaho on 
July 31 and charges that the board 
violated historian Dr. Peter Boag’s 
academic freedom. 

Boag, a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Idaho, wanted to re¬ 
search the history of lesbian and 
gay communities in the Pacific 
Northwest. His proposal, “Pro¬ 
gressive Political and Social Con¬ 
trol in the Rural and Urban 
Northwest 1870-1920,” was one 
of 16 proposed Idaho research 
projects that totaled $439,000 in 
state education funds. 

“Like many of my colleagues, 
the proposal I submitted sought 
to document and analyze an un¬ 
explored area of history,” said 
Boag. “The only difference was 
that my research didn’t pass their 
political litmus test.” 

All proposals were approved 
for funding by the IBE last April 
except Boag’s, according to ACLU 
spokesman Denny Lee. 

The board voted 5-3 to reject 


Boag’s $30,000 study, despite the 
grant’s approval by the IBE’s 
higher education council and the 
study’s widespread support from 
Boag’s academic peers. 

The American Association of 
University Professors and the 
Idaho State University Faculty 
Council have criticized the denial 
of state funds for Boag’s ground¬ 
breaking study. 

A resolution passed by the 
state university faculty group said 
the vote was motivated by politics 
and the fear of negative public re¬ 
action in the extremely conserva¬ 
tive state to funding a project 
dealing with homosexuality, and 
said that denying the project for 
political reasons caused “a chill¬ 
ing effect on academic freedom.” 

According to the ACLU, the 
IBE’s decision represents “one of 
the first skirmishes” as the bur¬ 
geoning field of Gay Studies 
spreads from urban academic en¬ 
vironments to places such as the 
University of Idaho. 

“This is one of the first times I’ve 
seen a gay-related research project 
suppressed in such an overt man¬ 
ner,” said attorney Jennifer Middle- 
ton of the ACLU’s National Lesbian 
and Gay Rights Project based in 
New York. “We hope that Boag’s 
lawsuit will be a warning to other 
universities that anti-gay prejudice 
has no place in academics.” T 
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studies demonstrated ways of pre¬ 
venting the problem, nor of suc¬ 
cessfully treating people who have 
developed resistance to available 
anti-HIV medications. Moreover, 
it appears that HIV drug resis¬ 
tance is not only a tough problem, 
but also a common one. An ongo¬ 
ing study headed by Drs. Steven 
Deeks and Bob Grant at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital’s Ward 86 
has analyzed the charts of over 
300 patients taking protease in¬ 
hibitors in combination regimens. 
While no formal results are yet 
available, Dr. Deeks has estimated 
that between 25 and 45 percent of 
the Ward 86 patients have had 
failing combinations. 

What drug companies 
are doing 

Several talks at the Florida con¬ 
ference centered on how pharma¬ 
ceutical companies develop new 
drugs against HIV. Dr. Joel Fluff of 
Merck Research Laboratories re¬ 
viewed the phases of the develop¬ 
ment process. He concluded that 
many of the new categories of 
drugs for HIV have major obsta¬ 
cles to surmount and will not be 
clinically available within the next 
two to three years. Such news is 


discouraging for people who have 
developed resistance to the exist¬ 
ing categories of drugs. 

Meanwhile, most companies 
developing new HIV drugs in the 
three established classes— nucleo¬ 
side analogs, non-nucleoside re¬ 
verse transcriptase inhibitors 
(NNRTIs), and protease in¬ 
hibitors—have not formally 
sought drugs that can attack drug- 
resistant mutants. One company 
that has some limited testing is 
DuPont Merck, which has two 
“second generation” protease in¬ 
hibitors in development, DMP850 
and DMP85I. At the Florida meet¬ 
ing, Dr. Lee Bacheler described 
how her team tested these new 
protease inhibitors against HIV 
that carried the “I84V” mutation. 
The drugs are not only able to in¬ 
hibit “wild type” virus, but also, to 
some extent, simple mutants— 
viruses that carry one or a few re¬ 
sistance mutations. 

In a follow-up interview, how¬ 
ever, Bacheler explained that the 
purpose of screening against such 
“single-point mutants” was to 
find agents that discourage the 
emergence of resistance, rather 
than treat it. “All of our experience 
to date says that I84V is the worst 
single point mutation for [the 
DuPont Merck drugs], so when 
our chemists make a new one, we 
look at activity against wild type 
and mutant virus... What we’re 
not doing is developing a drug 
against a multiply-mutated virus. 
That’s real hard.” Bacheler said she 


would like to test drugs against 
virus from patients who have de¬ 
veloped drug resistance, but says 
obtaining such samples has been 
difficult, mostly due to legal and 
bureaucratic reasons. 

Like most companies in the 
field, DuPont Merck is developing 
drugs that attack wild type virus, 
and may, to some extent, have ac¬ 
tivity against viruses with modest 
resistance mutations. They are not 
seeking agents that can suppress 
strongly resistant virus, however. 
The question is, will such pro¬ 
grams generate the kinds of ther¬ 
apies that succeed in the long run? 

Oscillation therapy 

One scientist who doubts this 
is Dr. John Erickson of the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute. As a'struc- 
tural biochemist, Erickson be¬ 
lieves that companies will be 
hard-pressed to find drugs that 
can be very potent while being 
able to block both wild and mu¬ 
tant viruses. Rather than looking 
for activity against drug-resistant 
mutants as sort of the “icing on 
the cake,” Erickson believes the 
companies should develop drugs 
that specifically suppress the mu¬ 
tants— and that, of all things, 
support the return of wild virus. 

Erickson explains: “When the 
wild type virus comes back, we 
can handle it [with the older 


drugs]. If you had something that 
suppresses virus for six months to 
a year, and the mutant emerges, 
you then have a drug that sup¬ 
presses the mutant, and then 
wild-type re-emerges.” In other 
words, Erickson envisions chas¬ 
ing the virus back and forth, con¬ 
taining it between two sets of 
therapies. He calls this concept 
“oscillation therapy,” and he ad¬ 
mits the idea might not work. 
What’s important, however, is 
that Erickson has envisioned a ra¬ 
tional strategy for keeping the 
virus at bay— and that his model 
would require drug companies to 
discover and develop drugs in a 
totally different way. After his talk 
at the Florida meeting, Erickson 
was approached by companies 
that had found such drugs, and 
had thrown them away, because 
they were not active against wild 
type virus. He hopes to work with 
these drugs in his lab. 

Erickson says his ideas “gener¬ 
ate a real emotional reaction from 
very good clinical virologists who 
have been overwhelmed by the re¬ 
sistance response in patients. They 
feel it’s a hopeless task, that the 
virus will always outwit you.. . 
They’ve earned the right to say, 
‘Show me your idea will work.’” 
Erickson believes that while his 
ideas have not gained acceptance 
for the moment, “the pendulum 
may swing back in one or two 
years.” Unfortunately, people with 
drug-resistant HIV may not be 
able to wait that long. ▼

E dward Albee has a reputation for being 
somewhat cranky, especially on the topic 
of his homosexuality. Over a Diet Coke at 
the Clift Hotel, however, Albee, who is in 
town to promote his play Three Tall Women , proves 
his reputation to be so much nonsense, not unlike 
all the hot and cold hoopla that has accompanied al¬ 
most every one of the 25 plays he’s penned over the 
last four decades. Probably best known for the 1962 
play Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, Albee is today 
regarded as one of the most consistently challenging 
of American playwrights. His newest work, The Play 
About the Baby, is scheduled to premiere in London 
in the fall of 1998. 


At 69, the bespectacled, mustachioed Albee is a 
distinguished-looking gentleman who is perhaps 
cranky about some things (just get him started on the 
National Endowment for the Arts), but his solemni¬ 
ty is frequently interrupted by a wry smile and a 
hearty sense of humor. 

Albee’s childhood was spent breathing the rarefied 
air of affluent New York suburbs, military academies, 
and prep schools. Adopted by Reed and Frances 
Albee, young Edward never felt he belonged in the 
privileged world inhabited by his family. His troubled 
relationship with his mother, who was intolerant of 
homosexuality, is the basis for Three Tall Women, a

Murder most foul 

Lifetime's 'Any Mother's Son' 
revisits Allan Schindler case

he Lifetime cable channel 
has been criticized as the 
latter-day video equivalent 
of the Victorian melodrama, its 
programs just so much saccharine 
nonsense based on such easy ma¬ 
terial as fatal illnesses and hope¬ 
less romances. But intermingled 
with all the soaps are more topi¬ 
cal dramas that maintain the 
emotional intensity of the net¬ 
work’s bread-and-butter products 
without descending into bathos. 
David Burton Morris’ Any Moth¬ 
er’s Son, a dramatization of the 
notorious true-life case of the 
military’s cover-up of a lethal gay¬ 
bashing, is a superb example. 

In October 1992, gay sailor 
Allan Schindler was brutally mur¬ 
dered in a urinal by two of his 
shipmates at the Sasebo U.S. 
Naval Base in Japan. This turned 
out to be the logical outgrowth of 
a poisonously homophobic at¬ 
mosphere at the base, a place 
where anti-gay slurs, taunts, and 
even assaults were regularly toler¬ 
ated by Navy officials. At first, 
killer Terry Helvey claimed 
Schindler propositioned him; 
though he later recanted the 
charge, this accusation set the 
stage for viewing the murder as 
acceptable because of Schindler’s 
homosexuality. The Navy did 
nothing to counter such notions, 
holding a secret court-martial and 
letting off one of the murderers, 
Charles Vins, with a mere slap on 
the wrist: 78 days in jail and a “less 
than honorable discharge,” in 
spite of Vins’ detailed description 
of how he smashed Schindler’s 
head with his boots. It was only 
through the aggressive efforts of 
Schindler’s mother, Dorothy Ha- 
jdys, that the second killer, Helvey, 
was given life in prison (he’s eligi¬ 
ble for parole in 2002). 

In the dramatic version of 
these events, Allan Schindler (Paul 
Popowich) is a ghostly presence, a 
handsome, seemingly sweet 
young man glimpsed briefly at the 
beginning of the film talking 
obliquely with his mother (Bon¬ 
nie Bedelia) on the stoop of their 
house. The next time we see him 
is the last time his family does — 
at the airport before departing for 
active duty in Japan. Director 
Morris implies a world of secrets 
in the halting embraces and tor¬ 
tured looks exchanged between 
mother and son, and eventually 
we find out why: two years earlier 
he had tried to tell her that he 
“liked men,” an idea she rejected 
and effectively buried. As we 
learn, Allan’s silences were re¬ 
served for his mother; he was ar-

ticulate in detailing his fears for 
his life in the Navy, and he had an¬ 
other life in the gay world, among 
friends who loved him without 
conditions attached by what he 
calls his “two families”: blood re¬ 
lations and the Navy. 

Invisible queer revealed 

At first it isn’t clear why Allan 
is treated as more of an apparition 
than a human being — even his 
death isn’t shown, only the events 
leading up to it. But it becomes 
clear that this is a strategy by the 
filmmakers, a formal representa¬ 
tion of society’s devaluation of the 
gay man. His identity is vague, 
hidden, almost unknown, per¬ 
haps too shameful to be revealed. 
But the film does gradually con¬ 
struct his identity, as we the audi¬ 
ence do, when Dorothy discovers 
his diary and meets the surpris¬ 
ingly wide range of friends, none 
of whom she knows, who attend 
Allan’s memorial service. The pic¬ 
ture that finally emerges is a sear¬ 
ing one of a good boy raised to do 
right, to serve a country that al¬ 
lowed, even encouraged, his bru¬ 
tal murder because he was gay. 

The film creates an equally 
wrenching portrait of Dorothy 
gradually coming to terms with 
something she doesn’t under¬ 
stand, and realizing the simple 
truth that Allan’s life was worth 
something, “queer” or not. Bonnie 
Bedelia perfectly embodies 
Dorothy’s anguish in scenes like 
the one in which two Navy offi¬ 


cers come to inform her of Allan’s 
death. She intuits their purpose 
before they speak, emitting a se¬ 
ries of faint, unearthly cries that 
director Morris records from a 
distance, as if her feelings are too 
fragile to be fully articulated. In 
spite of her breakdowns, she 
eventually realizes she has to fight 
for her son, and her face-to-face 
denunciation of a particularly 
smarmy Navy official is one of the 
film’s most powerful scenes. 

Any Mother’s Son is refreshing¬ 
ly rough in its attacks on the per¬ 
vasive homophobia in military 
culture, and the military’s “who 
cares?” attitude toward it. The 
smooth-talking Navy spokespeo- 
ple consistently lie to Dorothy 
about the progress of the case 
against Helvey and Vins, as they 
are apparently far more interested 
in preserving the fiction of a pro¬ 
fessional, harmonious organiza¬ 
tion than in seeing justice prevail 
for a dead homosexual. Yet the 
film is not that simple-minded. In 
a grim final moment, Dorothy 
confronts Helvey and asks him 
why he killed her son. “What did 
he ever do to you?” she cries. 
“Nothing,” he says, with tears in 
his eyes. Both victim and killer, 
the film seems to be saying, are ca¬ 
sualties of a degraded military 
culture that encourages society’s 
basest instincts. T

Monster mash 

Neil LaBute's boyfriends from hell

LaBute’s first feature, In 
the Company of Men , 
provides a little shop of psycho¬ 
logical horrors for an audience’s 
entertainment delight. The film’s 
plot is simple: Chad and Howard, 
two white-collar wannabe execu¬ 
tives, make a pact to wine and 
dine the same woman and then 
unceremoniously dump her — 
for the fun of it. The woman se¬ 
lected is Christine, a deaf typist 
from the corporate steno pool. 
Chad and Howard romance her 
in the same spirit one would kick 
a puppy, and the film that revolves 
around their efforts both mes¬ 
merizes and repels. It’s hard to 
watch In the Company of Men, but 
it’s also hard to look away. 

Chad is the misogynist par ex¬ 
cellence who hatches the plot after 
he and Howard commiserate 
about being dumped by their 
most recent girlfriends. Howard, 
a spineless nebbish, goes along 
somewhat reluctantly. At first it 


appears the men are simply exact¬ 
ing revenge on the female of the 
species via an innocent third 
party, but the depths of their in¬ 
dividual neuroses becomes more 
apparent as LaBute’s screenplay 
proceeds. Chad is a single-issue 
kind of guy. His sole concern is 
control: “Never lose control, that’s 
the key to the universe,” he ex¬ 
plains to Howard. The opposite of 
Chad, Howard has “beat me” 
written all over him. 

One reason In the Company of 
Men works so well is the acting of 
the three principals. Aaron Eck- 
hart’s Chad is the quintessential 
heterosexual corporate* climber; 
his characterization is so perfect it 
aspires to archetype. You’ll swear 
you recognize him, or someone 
like him, from somewhere. Matt 
Malloy is equally convincing as the 
hapless Howard, a man so lacking 
in personal inspiration that he fol¬ 
lows the lead of the Machiavellian 
Chad against his better judgment. 
And Stacey Edwards creates Chris¬ 
tine as the most innocent and 
guileless female character since 
Desdemona. Her portrayal of the 


ost buddy films collapse 
under the weight of their 
1 masculine pretensions, 
particularly when the “buddies” 
are ego-driven bores like Mel Gib¬ 
son or Eddie Murphy. Peter Cat- 
taneo’s The Full Monty avoids the 
usual grown-up little boys playing 
cops ’n’ robbers cliches in favor of 
a fantasy at once enchanting and 
subtly political. A group of aging, 
unemployed British steelworkers 
in the mining town of Sheffield 
decides to put on a male strip 
show to raise money. Unlike the 
Chippendales dancers who in¬ 
spire them, these guys intend to 
take it all off. “The full monty” of 
the title is akin to “the whole en¬ 
chilada” — in other words, total 
nudity. 

The film opens with a 25-year- 
old travelogue touting Sheffield as 
a boom town. Of course, that was 
before Thatcherism, and we move 
quickly from dreams of full em¬ 
ployment and abundant leisure to 
the grim present of abandoned 
warehouses and “job clubs.” Gaz 
(Robert Carlyle, who played the

deaf typist is heartbreakingly sim¬ 
ple and restrained, making the ac¬ 
tions of Christine’s seducers even 
more despicable. 

LaBute has structured his work 
in a way that recalls Restoration 
comedy. In fact, In the Company of 
Men bears a slight resemblance to 
Volpone, but only if that play were 
directed by the Marquis de Sade. 
Unlike Volpone, however, the mis¬ 
anthropic Chad does not get his 
comeuppance at the end. And un¬ 
like the River Phoenix character 
in Dogfight, Nancy Savoca’s won¬ 
derful 1991 film with a similar 
premise, Chad indulges in no 
morally redemptive behavior. In 
the Company of Men is a dark 
film, made even darker by the fa¬ 
miliarity of the sentiments ex¬ 
pressed by the two male leads. The 
characters make politically incor¬ 
rect remarks that are offensive, 
but no adult beyond the age of 21 
will hear anything he hasn’t heard 
before; and therein lies the power

of LaBute’s work. These monsters, 
ultimately, are not so unlike our¬ 
selves. And the traps they set are 
all too familiar in the company 
most of us keep. 

As a director, LaBute chooses 
to objectify the action with cold 
corporate interiors and minimal 
sets. And his primitive urban jun¬ 
gle leitmotif is perfectly reflected 
by the pounding drum beat of 
Ken Williams and Karel Roess- 
ingn’s score. In the Company of 


Men is a powerful film destined to 
provoke controversy. More detrac¬ 
tors than supporters will probably 
constitute the voxpopuli regarding 
this motion picture, but the true 
cineastes will be quick to acknowl¬ 
edge the startling originality of 
LaBute’s accomplishment. ▼

crazed Begbie in Trainspotting ) is 
a jobless, ne’er-do-well father, 
hopelessly in arrears on his child 
support, he conceives the idea of 
putting on a strip show, corralling 
some of his dubious mates into 
his scheme. 

No Chippendales boys, this is a 
motley collection of comically en¬ 
dearing but far-from-fetching 
guys. Among the would-be stars 
are Dave (Mark Addy), who is 
overweight and depressed; Lomper 


(Steve Huison), whose body re¬ 
sembles a large pear; and Gerald 
(Tom Wilkinson), handsome but 
in his 50s and beginning to sag. 
Only the hunky Guy (Hugo Speer) 
seems well-equipped, in every 
sense, to fulfill the fantasies of 
Sheffield’s housewives. Donna 
Summer’s “Hot Stuff,” Hot Choco¬ 
late’s “I Believe in Miracles (You 
Sexy Thing),” and the movie Flash- 
dance nudge the boys out of their 
clothes and into their g-strings. 

The Full Monty skillfully min¬ 
gles comedy and pathos in its 
story of economic castoffs trying 
to survive using only their wits 
and imagination. Best of all, it 
clarifies a crucial element that 
most buddy films leave deliber¬ 
ately vague. When the police raid 
one of their naked practice ses¬ 
sions, Lomper and Guy escape, 
running nude through the town. 
They wrap themselves in sheets 
and, laughing and out of breath, 
squeeze through the window of 
an apartment. Safe now, they sud¬ 
denly turn and look at each other 
as if for the last time, and the au¬ 
dience immediately knows that 
these “buddies” are in love. For 
once, a gay romance is treated 
sweetly and delicately as a natural

Olivier Assayas''Irma Vep'

ecause Irma Vep was shown 
at San Francisco’s straight 
■ ; International Film Festival 
instead of the queer one, readers 
may be unaware that Olivier As¬ 
sayas’ brilliant hommage to French 
film doubles as a jazzy tribute to 
the lesbian vampire. The charac¬ 
ter Irma Vep (an anagram for 
vampire) is one of the great icons 
of French cinema, created by the 
actress Musidora in Les Vampires, 
a 1915 serial directed by Louis 
Feuillade. 

The notorious cabaret artiste- 
cum-cat burglar who crawled all 
over Paris in a skin-tight, head-to- 
toe black leotard was the inspira¬ 
tion for the American vamp 


Cheung for a black latex bodysuit, 
a doctrinaire journalist opining 
his way through an interview with 
Cheung, Leaud boring his pro¬ 
duction manager with his vision 
of silent screen acting while guz¬ 
zling a bottle of Coke. 

No small feat, scenes feel im¬ 
provised, off-balance, and off-the- 
cuff. At once warm and caustic 
(the image of French comedy), 
Irma Vep both sympathetically in¬ 
dulges and ruthlessly reveals its 
characters’ illusions about them¬ 
selves. 

Only Cheung, playing not her¬ 
self but the icon she has made of 
herself, is allowed to escape her 
own self-contradictions. Lithe 
and light-hearted, this exotic in¬ 
nocent strolls luminously through 
the film on little cat burglar feet,

Theda Bara and such latter-day 
incarnations as Simone Simone 
and even Michelle Pfeiffer’s Cat- 
woman. 

Assayas’ film is an impression¬ 
istic sketch of the troubled pro¬ 
duction of a remake of Les Vam¬ 
pires by an over-the-hill auteur 
(played without irony by Jean- 
Pierre Leaud) starring Hong Kong 
legend Maggie Cheung (played 
without irony by Maggie Che¬ 
ung). On this most superficial 
level, Irma Vep is a fast, funny por¬ 
trait of life on the set, where a 
tired old intellectual’s wet dream 
serves to confuse and demoralize 
the team hired to try to turn it 
into a movie. 

Assayas’ camera, relentlessly 
curious, pushes its way into the 
most intimate, most banal en¬ 
counters: the costumer fitting 


an avatar of Zen mind, beginner’s 
mind. 

The vampires are elsewhere 
and they are legion. 

The film’s most remarkable 
performance is Nathalie Richard 
as the costumer with a crush on 
Maggie. From her first appearance 
(in the above-mentioned fitting 
scene), the character Zoe disturbs 
the screen with her immediacy, 
intensity, and abandon. 

With her dyed blonde hair in 
stringy knots, ragged nerves, bad 
teeth, smoking, scribbled notes, 
look of desperation, and yes, 
neediness, Zoe’s the self-destruct¬ 
ing dyke who went out of style 
when Gay Pride came in. 

Lesbophobia’s poster child, 
she’s the one we’d like to be able 
to shove back into the closet. But 
there she is, in all her glory,

fucked-up, vulnerable, and naive 
enough to believe she stands a 
chance with an internationally fa¬ 
mous (straight) film star! In these 
days of political correctness, it’s 
doubtful a U.S. filmmaker could 
pull off such a portrait: Zoe is in 
pain and there’s no relief in sight. 
She’s as familiar as the homeless 
person on the corner and just 
about as hard to watch. 

As the King of the Undead, 
Jean-Pierre Leaud sucks Cheung’s 
creative blood without ever laying 
a tooth on her. French cultural 
heritage, be it the cinematic past 
or intellectualism in general, is a 
virtual vampire also destroying 
fresh talent. 

Another predator is the Holly¬ 
wood film, variously character¬ 


ized by the doctrinaire interview¬ 
er as the future of cinema and a 
mindless waste of time by the ir¬ 
reverent Zoe. French film is re¬ 
peatedly denigrated as narcissistic, 
tired, out-of-touch, claims that 
the existence of Irma Vep contra¬ 
dicts. 

The second way the film 
works, then, is as an extended 
meditation on the uses and abus¬ 
es of film as practiced in Hong 
Kong, Hollywood, and Paris, yes¬ 
terday and today. 

There are even two films with¬ 
in the film. An extended fantasy in 
which Maggie Cheung enacts a 
jewel robbery in her hotel is a 
tribute to the Surrealists that 
pushes the film into the irrational. 
Similarly, the final sequence of 


rushes spliced together and paint¬ 
ed on by Leaud’s character salutes 
the experimental film. 

Irma Vep thus manages an 
amazing synthesis of genres even 
as it contemplates its own sources. 
Irma Vep is an action heroine, but 
the nature of that action is meta¬ 
physical, being a question of light 
and shadow and things that flick¬ 
er in the brain. The title figure 
comes to stand for cinema itself in 
all its possibilities — possibilities 
too often ignored by megapro¬ 
ductions in search of a mass audi¬ 
ence. T

graphical) examination of an el¬ 
derly woman at three stages of her 
life. Albee did not write the play 
until after his mother’s death at 
age 92 in 1990. 

B.A.R: What finally drove you 
away from home at age 18 into the 
bohemia of Greenwich Village ? 

Edward Albee: I was out late in 
New York City one night with 
friends. I came home to Larch- 
mont at five in the morning. The 
next morning at breakfast, the 
family was sitting there quite 
stony. “Of course we left the gate 
lights on for you so you could find 
your way home,” my mother said. 
“Thank you, that was very nice of 
you,” I said. Father just sat there 
looking into his grapefruit. “The 
gate lights kept your father awake 
much of the night.” I, through my 
hangover, said very, very quietly, 
“Well, why didn’t he get up and go 
downstairs and turn the fucking 
lights off?” 

I obviously was not going to 
survive their environment or their 
hatreds. I wasn’t what they 
bought. I couldn’t tolerate their 
prejudices and their political fas¬ 
cism. If they’d been a wonderful 
family, I probably would have re¬ 
belled against everything that was 
good and turned into the monster 
that I rebelled against. 

Several articles I've read said 
that you left home because your 
mother could not tolerate your 
homosexuality. 
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Edward Albee 


I don’t know where that came 
from or where that got started. 
[Probably] the same preposterous 
place where the notion that Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf is really about two gay 
couples came from. People make 
things up. My mother would 
never discuss the matter with me 
my entire life. She hated gays. 
Hated them. Even after we started 
talking again after 20 years, she 
had the same attitude, so I didn’t 
see any point in discussing the 
matter. She never forgave me for 
leaving. She probably never for¬ 
gave me for being gay. I don’t 
think she ever forgave me for lots 


of things. How dare I turn my 
back on them? How dare I write 
plays critical of her society? When 
she died, she still had quite a bit of 
money left, and she just about left 
me out of the will. It didn’t both¬ 
er me. At that point, I had more 
money than she did. 

You don't like the label gay play¬ 
wright because you prefer to be 
known as a playwright who hap¬ 
pens to be gay. 

Yes, I made that distinction about 
five years ago at an OutWrite con¬ 
ference here in San Francisco.

Have you been criticized by the 
gay press for not being gay 
enough? 


I used to be criticized an awful lot 
more by the straight press. How 
dare I, who was gay, write about 
straights? I think there still exists a 
terrible prejudice that colors the 
majority of criticism of work by 
gay people. I haven’t read much 
criticism of my work from a gay 
perspective. I’ve read one or two 
things that say he’s not being re¬ 
sponsible to his gayness by not 
writing about gay themes. You 
don’t have to pay too much atten¬ 
tion to this guy writing about 
straight people because he’s gay, 
or ignore him because he’s not 
being responsible to his gayness. 
What can you do? I don’t want to 
use a character as a mouthpiece, 
because then I start writing a ha¬ 
rangue or something too didactic. 
I may write this play one day 
about a gay couple leading an ab¬ 
solutely normal life in which 
nothing untoward happens.

• ou may not know their 
names, but you have proba¬ 
bly seen their work on post¬ 
cards, calendars, T-shirts, and 
album covers. Sans surnames, gay 
French artists Pierre and Gilles 
met at a party in Paris during the 
mid-1970s. Both were artists 
working separately with photog¬ 
raphy, painting, and collage. 
Common interests brought them 
together. They fell in love and 
began creating commercial art in 
partnership under the nom de 
plume Pierre et Gilles. They 
gained recognition creating 
album covers for gay pop stars 
Marc Almond and Erasure and 
advertisements for style maga¬ 
zines such as The Face. Currently, 
museums around the world ex¬ 
hibit their work. This monograph 
reproduces nearly all of the pieces 
they created between 1976 and 
1996. 

Although Andy Warhol’s In¬ 
terview magazine covers heavily 
influenced their early work — 
idealized celebrity portraits with 
monochromatic backgrounds — 
Pierre et Gilles rapidly developed 
their own inimitable style. The 
artists manufacture scenarios 
using props and costumes in their 
Paris studio and retouch the re¬ 
sulting photographs with paint. 
The final products are stylized 
fantasies that bring to life their 
private obsessions with religious 
iconography, pop stars, and 
physique photography. 

The first part of this mono¬ 
graph provides a history of these 
obsessions by reproducing the vi¬ 
sual ephemera Pierre et Gilles 
have collected over the years: 
trading cards, kitschy Keane-style 
paintings, gay porn magazines, 
and portraits of themselves taken 
at photography studios around 
the world. The pop star whose 
image appears most frequently in 
this section is Sylvie Vartan. Dur¬ 
ing the 1960s, Vartan’s American¬ 
ized teen image camouflaged the 
tunelessness of her voice and the 
derivative nature of her record¬ 


ings. Her style made her famous, 
and she was — and remains — 
100 percent artifice. The same 
can be said for Pierre et Gilles’ 
work. 

Artifice frees Pierre et Gilles 
from the trappings of reality. In a 
documentary about the artists re¬ 
cently shown at the San Francisco 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival, French actress 
Catherine Deneuve applauded 
the duo’s ability to bring their 
subjects’ secret alter-egos to light. 
At times, this metamorphosis 
through play-acting is charming. 
I particularly like the portraits of 
French pop superstar Serge 
Gainsbourg unshaven and 
dressed up as Santa Claus 
(“Gainsbarre,” 1988), and a vul¬ 
nerable-looking Deneuve wear¬ 
ing a white dress that appears to 
melt into the clouds surrounding 
her (“La Reine Blanche,” 1991). 
These portraits are both witty 
and revealing. 

Others, however, are annoy¬ 
ing. Pierre et Gilles habitually 
dress pop stars up as sacred fig¬ 
ures. Seeing English crooner Boy 
George impersonate Krishna 
(“Krishna,” 1989) and German 
chanteuse Nina Hagen imperson¬ 
ate Kali (“Kali,” 1989) would be 
offensive if it weren’t so ridicu¬ 
lous. Same goes for portraits such 
as “Le Petit Chinois” (1991) and 
“Le Triangle Rose” (1993), which 
transform the meaning of politi¬ 
cally-motivated violence into 
something plastic. 

Pierre et Gilles often attempt 
to turn blank-faced pretty boys 
like gay porn stars Jeff Stryker 
and Aiden Shaw into icons 
through their portraiture. The re¬ 
sults can be dazzling. The color¬ 
ful props, costumes, and lighting 
display remarkable imagination 
and attention to detail, and the 
pair’s unusual style heightens the 
work’s visual intensity. But Pierre 
et Gilles lay the glamour on so 
thick they frequently conceal 
what makes portraits interesting 
to look at: the subject’s personal¬ 
ity. Scratch the glittering surface 
of most of what is reproduced 
here, and you’ll discover there’s 
nothing underneath. That’s why 
perusing this monograph is as 
unsatisfying as listening to a 
Sylvie Vartan record. ▼

imagine — I hope — I had some 
useful influence on him. I knew a 
little bit more about playwriting 
than he did. The protege label 
must have hurt Terrence. We’re 
still friends, but we don’t talk 
about each other’s work. It’s curi¬ 
ous that we both know we’re not 
talking about each other’s work. 
We gossip about other people’s 
work. Terrence tends to be a little 
cagier about his response to other 
people’s work than I do. I’m 
afraid I shoot my mouth off a lot. 
As one of the characters in Three 
Tall Women says, “The trouble 
with lying is that you have to re¬ 
member the lies.” Communica¬ 
tion is possible and people are ca¬ 
pable of change. Any writer who 


keeps writing is nothing but an 
optimist. The most pessimistic 
writer I ever knew was Sam Beck¬ 
ett, but Sam kept on writing be¬ 
cause there was a possibility of 
communication. No writer is a 
pessimist who keeps on writing. 

So all writing is corrective and 
meant to change people? 

Yes. People should pay more at¬ 
tention to how they’re living their 
lives, whether they’re living them 
fully, questioning their values. If 
not, they should start to think a 
little differently about their lives. 
The terrible thing is that people 
get to the end of their lives and re¬ 
alize they haven’t lived. Or they’re 
full of regret for things not done 
or things unchangeable, and that’s 
terrible. I don’t want people to be 
that way. I want everybody to live 


on the precipice. I want every¬ 
body to develop an awareness of 
immortality. 

Ideally, what should the experi¬ 
ence of a play be like? 

You shouldn’t be the same person 
you were when you went in. That 
only happens when you allow it 
to. People turn their backs on a lot 
of serious work because they 
don’t want that to happen to 
them. 

Does film, like theater, have the 
power to send a person out of the 
theater a little bit different from 
when they went in? 

I think the commercial pres¬ 
sure not to do that is even greater 
than it is in theater. Escapism and 
grotesque violence seem to be the 
money-making trends now. I’ve 
not been interested in writing for 
film because the writer has no 
control. I’m afraid I have the ar¬ 


The critics who like my work are 
bright and honorable. The critics 
who don’t are assholes. We all 
feel that way, but I’m the only 
one willing to admit it. So many 
critics seem to exist to save peo¬ 
ple from theater that will chal¬ 
lenge them. You’ve got to create 
an audience that wants to see a 
play by Samuel Beckett more 
than they want to see a chande¬ 
lier crash. It’s possible. I’m con¬ 
vinced that an audience can be 
educated. If someone gave me 
several hundred million dollars 
and let me fill all the theaters in 
New York over a ten-year period 
with only the very best plays, past 
and present, in five or ten years, 
the taste of the Broadway-going 
audience would be transformed. 
If that doesn’t happen (he 
laughs), we somehow have to 
find critics who can at least tell 
the difference between that 
which is useful and that which is 
merely decorative.

Breasts 1A

A History of the Breast by Mari¬ 
lyn Yalom; Knopf, $29.95 


• s there a female body part that 
II evokes more powerful emo¬ 
tion than the breast? Whether 
it’s as a source of food or erotic 
pleasure, the breast is a subject 
whose time has come. In her ex¬ 
traordinarily interesting history, 
Marilyn Yalom looks at the ways 
in which breasts have been val¬ 
orized and demonized from pre¬ 
history to the present. “Though 
certain features of breasts seem to 
be eternal,” Yalom asserts, “such as 
their ability to produce milk and 
their vulnerability to disease, the 
meanings we attach to breasts are 
subject to considerable variation. 
... We can pinpoint specific mo¬ 
ments when dramatic changes in 
breast lore took place — for ex¬ 
ample, when the nursing Madon¬ 
na appeared in the fourteenth 
century, and when the political 
breast emerged in the eighteenth 
century.” 

The political breast had to do 
with breast-feeding, and the ten¬ 
dency of upper-class women, 
owing to their husbands’ insis¬ 
tence that they not nurse and 
spoil the shape of their breasts, to 
use the services of wet nurses to 
feed their babies. Fearing that the 
base morals of the lower classes 
would be imbibed along with the 
milk, scientists urged rich women 
to suckle their own children. 
Enter Carolus Linnaeus, a fervent 
proponent of upper-class nursing 
who “coined the term Mammalia 
from the Latin mammae (milk-se¬ 
creting organs) to distinguish 
suckling animals from all other 
creatures.” Clearly, if the presence 
or absence of the breast defined 
us, women owed it to their bio¬ 
logical Class as well as their social 
class to use those mammaries. Re¬ 
member high school biology? You 
experienced shock when you 
learned that bats, whales, and 
people all belonged to the same

Class: Mammalia. Now you know 
why breasts that gave milk were 
considered the defining charac¬ 
teristic. 

A History of the Breast is filled 
with weirdly interesting informa¬ 
tion like that, but Yalom has a 
much more serious and scholarly 
agenda. She explores the ways in 
which, at least until the 20th cen¬ 
tury, men have defined the 
breast’s function, its optimal 
shape, and whether it should be 
covered or exposed. As Yalom ex¬ 
plains, women’s place in the world 
was tied directly to the ways in 
which her breasts were defined. In 
one infuriating example, she 
refers to Jean-Jacques Rousseau’s 
view of the world: “Men, he sug¬ 
gested, were given minds for 
thinking, and women breasts for 
suckling.” 

Yalom’s text is eminently read¬ 


able, with more humor than one 
would expect in a scholarly work. 
Her take on Freud, which includes 
a breast-envy parody of penis 
envy, is a pleasure to read. Illus¬ 
trated with more paintings, pho¬ 
tos, and sculptures of breasts than 
you might have imagined existed, 
A History of the Breast is a serious 
and entertaining look at the breast 
in its myriad configurations. T

Buddies 

H erman Melville’s classic novella 
Billy Budd has unmistakable in¬ 
timations of homoeroticism, a 
facet not unknown to composer Ben¬ 
jamin Britten, who fashioned the lead 
role in his Billy Budd opera for his 
main squeeze, the tenor Peter Pears, 
nor to novelist E.M. Forster, who 
wrote the libretto. Whether the text’s 
homo angle will figure, subliminally or 
overtly, in Venture Theatre’s theatrical 
adaptation of the story, playing aboard 
the historic vessel C.A. Thayer, is any¬ 
body’s guess, but we guess not. Despite 
the subtext, despite the all-male cast, 
despite the well-known and well-doc¬ 
umented proclivities of sailors, some 
little seabird tells us that the National 
Maritime Museum Association and SF 
Maritime National Historical Park are 
not likely to chart waters unfriendly to 
“family values.” 

And yet, this publicity still photo 
gives us reason to hope that the ad¬ 
venturesome thespians impersonating 
18th-century British seamen might at 
the very least show some flesh, haul 
some line, or otherwise butch it up. 
The play is to be staged environmen¬ 
tally, so that the audience will follow 
the actors all around the C.A. Thayer, a 
vintage sailing ship docked at the Hyde 
Street Pier. Nothing like prancing 
around a ship’s hold after some navy 
blues to stir up a drama, we’re sure 
some of our readers will agree. 

Melville tells the tale of naive young 
seafood Budd’s coming aboard the 
H.M.S. Indomitable at sea in August 
1797, too rosy, too androgynous, and 
the masculine lessons in store for him 
between port and starboard. The vil¬ 
lain Claggart is just another repressed 
homosexual. As Morrissey has been 
heard to croon, “Oh Billy Budd, do 
you think that you could...?” ▼

Ground Zero: The Gender Wars 
in the Military by Linda Bird 
Francke; Simon & Schuster, $25 

suppose we should congratu- 
§ late the military on its com- 
• mitment to recycling. How 
else to explain the generals’ and 
admirals’ efforts to use the same 
tired, irrelevant, and wrong¬ 
headed arguments to keep 
women out of the armed forces 
that they’ve used to exclude non¬ 
whites and queers. Linda Bird 
Francke’s subtitle is right on the 
money — there is nothing less 
than a war by men against 
women in this country, and it 
shows its ugliest face where 
women assert their equality with 
those manly men. 

“Ground Zero,” Francke ex¬ 
plains, “is a narrative of the cul¬ 
tural and biological forces at 
work within the military culture 
that divide the sexes, dictate 
women’s harassment and de¬ 
mean their achievements.” Using 
the Gulf War and the period im¬ 


mediately following as her 
framework, Francke looks at the 
question of women in combat 
and the threat to manly men that 
the female warrior poses. 

“Women could be ‘milita¬ 
rized,’ but not so much as to 
threaten masculine self-confi¬ 
dence,” Francke explains. For ex¬ 


ample: “‘Women Marine recruits 
receive instruction in hair care, 
techniques of make-up applica¬ 
tion, guidance on poise, and eti¬ 
quette,’ reads a Marine recruit 
training manual for women in 
the wake of the Gulf War. The 
corps even issued an official Ma¬ 
rine lipstick to its female recruits 
in boot camp.” My question is, 


just how fragile is male self-con¬ 
fidence if it can be demolished 
by the mere presence of gay or 
female soldiers? Guys, get a grip! 

All the same tired arguments 
used to keep women in a sub¬ 
servient place are refuted power¬ 
fully in Ground Zero. To the 
claim that women were less like¬ 


ly to be deployable, “women had 
studies to prove that men lost 
more time to injury or discipli¬ 
nary charges than women did to 
pregnancy.” As for the shocking 
news — at least as far as the Pen¬ 
tagon was concerned — that 
sexual harassment occurred in 
1995, Francke outlines that the 
very same charges were docu¬ 


mented in 1980. In the subse¬ 
quent 15 years, the military did 
nothing substantive to address 
the issue. 

The crackdown on gays and 
lesbians that was intensified 
under Ronald Reagan’s presiden¬ 
cy (we have so much to thank 
him for) “made it far easier for 


men to harass women than for 
women to defend themselves. By 
1985, what can only be described 
as a decade of terror for women 
had begun. Sexual blackmail be¬ 
came the order of the day. Ser¬ 
vice personnel who resented tak¬ 
ing orders from women, who 
had received bad performance 
reports from women, who’d had 


their sexual advances turned 
down by women could start the 
rumor mill rolling by dropping 
hints of lesbianism. Women’s 
only recourse was to have volun¬ 
tary or involuntary sex with their 
potential accusers.” 

Questions of rape are exam¬ 
ined from various perspectives, 
from rape by one’s fellow sol¬ 
diers to the notion of women as 
potential rape victims were they 
to be captured by an enemy. 
“Sexually assaulting women was 
such a universally accepted by¬ 
product of military male behav¬ 
ior,” Francke explains, “that it 
would be 1996 before rape was 
defined as a war crime by the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Tribunal in 
The Hague.” 

As long as women and gays 
are prevented from serving in 
combat, we will continue to be 
regarded as less than full citizens. 
Ground Zero is an indictment of 
the manly men and their pathet¬ 
ic reasoning for keeping more 
than half the population from 
service. It will make you furious, 
but you need to read Ground 
Zero. T
